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THE TV WINDOW OF THE ANDES 


BY JOSEPH A. SPRINGER 


Wuen HCJB-TV in Quito, Ecuador, 
received its license recently, making 
it the first missionary television sta- 
tion, Christian periodicals marked it 
as a significant advance for the gospel. 
Largely unnoticed, was the story be- 
hind the event, involving years of sac- 
rifice, patience and prayer. 

As far back as 1955 a television 
engineer in Syracuse, N.Y., began 
building a station in his garage. 
Gifford Hartwell knew what an impact 
television was making in America and 
began to pray that God would provide 
such a tool for missionary work. 

Some laughed, of course. To build 
such a station would cost more than 
$100,000 new. But God had placed 
Gif Hartwell in a strategic position, 
and soon he found that he could put 
feet to his prayers. Surplus equipment 
was often available at the General 
Electric plant where Gif worked, and 
with a little tithe money he began to 
collect various pieces. Friends helped 
with time and money, and officials at 
GE told Gif of pieces ear-marked for 
the scrap pile or discontinued models 
being sold for less than cost. 

Finally, at a cost of some $1,800 and 
more than 2,000 hours of spare-time 
labor, the station was assembled and 
tested in the Hartwell garage. 

Meanwhile Gif contacted World 
Radio Missionary Fellowship about 
using the equipment at HCJB in 
Quito, Ecuador. The WRMF board 
voted to take up the challenge, and 
the next step for the Hartwells was 
to raise support to come to Quito as 
missionaries and set up the station. 


September, 1961 


In June, 1959, the National Union 
of Newspapermen in Ecuador invited 
HCJB to present a television ex- 
hibition at the National Fair in Quito 
that August. The Hartwells left lan- 
guage school in Costa Rica and hur- 
ried to Quito to set up the exhibit. 
Crowds thronged to the fair to see 
Ecuador’s first television station, and 
the mayor of the city inaugurated 
HCJB-TV, “La Ventanna de _ los 
Andes” (the Window of the Andes), 
Channel 2 in Quito. 

But the permit to operate was only 
temporary, and with the close of the 
fair only verbal permission was given 
to keep testing. First one night a week, 
then three, receivers in different parts 
of the city picked up HCJB-TV, but 
negotiations for a permanent license 
dragged and last March station offi- 
cials stopped transmission. 

Reaction came quickly. Those who 
had watched the broadcasts for three 
nights a week asked responsible offi- 
cials what could be done to give 
HCJB-TV its license. Finally, on May 
18, Abe Van Der Puy, director of 
HCJB, and the director of communi- 
cation for Ecuador signed a twenty- 
year contract granting the mission- 
aries permission to transmit, liberation 
of all duty on equipment coming into 
the country and up to five years to 
set up a sister station in Guayaquil, 
a seaport town with a half-million 
population. 

Within days the station was back

EVANGELICAL LITERATURE CONFISCATED IN SPAIN 


Spanish police have again, in their own words, “clipped the wings” of evangeli- 
cal literature workers. This time, following a denunciation from Madrid of an 
evangelical publication, police sealed off a printer’s shop containing some 5,000 
books and booklets and arrested a Spanish printer and a publisher. 

In a letter home, one missionary wrote: “Jose Grau and the printer, Sr. 
Salvado, have been prosecuted this time and are free under 3,000 pesetas 
($50) bail... They have been accused of clandestine publication, of course 
... Actually we are glad that this time there will be a trial, because it will 


give us a good chance to ‘make noise,’ 


as we say in Spanish, explaining why 


we have to do the printing the way we do because the authorities give us no 


liberty to have our own evangelical literature ... We are hoping and praying 
that through this situation the government will realize they should give us 
some permission to print our own literature. 

“A Brethren church in Zaragoza was closed and sealed .. . 
they have a permit. So here it goes again.”

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EDITORIALS 


The Time and the Place 


At this writing the world has had time to react vigor- 
ously to the President’s speech, calling for a firm stand on 
West Berlin and an implementation of his resolve to build 
up the nation’s military strength. 

Humanly speaking, it was a courageous speech—though 
we could wish that our executive had expressed the feel- 
ing on the part of many, including ourselves, that in the 
last analysis our reliance is on Almighty God, who was 
with our nation in its infancy, and who in these less than 
two hundred years of our existence has munificently 
blessed us. 

The spiritual implications of the speech, however, over- 
ride by far the material ones. What really happened was 
this: Against a godless—rather, a God-hating—regime and 
philosophy a nation philosophically dedicated to the 
worship of God said, in effect: “Here we take our stand 
against you, though the man-made hell of nuclear warfare 
rain upon us. Thus far you may go, and no farther.” 

We remember Luther, who, when ecclesiastical powers 
of frightening extent were closing in upon him, said: 
“Here I stand. I can do no other. God help me. Amen.” 

We remember Paul of Tarsus, spokesman for God, as he 
exhorted those committed to his care to resolutely oppose 
all satanic principalities and powers: “And having done 
all,” he said, “stand. Stand Therefore!” 

There comes a time in the affairs of men when with 
God’s help they must summon every effort to withstand 
the assaults of the enemy. At that particular point and at 
that particular time they must say: “Thus far. No farther.” 

In the Christian’s life, when the powers of hell beat 
upon him like a storm against the wall, and when the devil 
like a roaring lion threatens to devour, then at that time 
and that place he must say, “Here I stand. I can naught 
else. God help me. Amen.” 

So—and only so—shall anyone of us fulfill his right to 
existence, either as men or nations. 


Where National Decay Begins 


No one is too surprised when pastors, evangelists and 
the Christian press speak with concern about national 
morality. When a secular leader, especially an intellectual, 
however, sounds the same somber note, he sometimes 
wins a more respectful hearing. 

Let us hope that the 6,700,000 subscribers of Look 
magazine will give some serious thought to the recent 
article, “A Quarter Century: Its Retreats,” by Edward 
Weeks, editor of the Atlantic Monthly. 

Writing in the issue of July 18, Mr. Weeks declares that 
the quarter century since the attack on Pearl Harbor has 
been a pericd of alarming decline. He enumerates four 
“retreats”: fear, especially the fear of nuclear warfare and 
its implications; a disastrous cheapening of sex with far- 
reaching consequences; the despoiling of our natural re- 
sources and an almost complete loss of our sense of public 
duty. The writer offers no solution or word of encourage- 
ment; on the contrary he raises serious questions as to 
whether we still have the capacity to turn from our pres- 
ent disastrous course or the will or vision to change. 

A sober look at the facts will show that Mr. Weeks is 
right—as far as he goes. But the picture he paints is by no 
means complete. What of the rise in crime, for example, or 
the advance of materialism? Even more important, what 
of our nation’s spiritual state? The very fact that Mr. 
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Weeks and others like him fail to see that other ills stem 
from a spiritual problem is in itself an alarming symptom 
of our spiritual need! 

There is a far more discerning diagnosis of our national 
condition as near to every U.S. citizen as his Bible. 
Though written twenty-seven hundred years ago con- 
cerning another nation, the case history is sufficiently like 
our own to make one’s breath come faster. 

Twenty minutes in the opening chapters of Isaiah 
should be enough to prove the point: “Ah sinful nation, a 
people laden with iniquity ... they have forsaken Jehovah 
... the whole head is sick and the whole heart faint . .. 
Thy silver is become dross. . 
and companions of thieves; every one loveth bribes and 
followeth after rewards ... Woe unto their soul! for they 
have done evil unto themselves . . . Woe unto them that 
join house to house . . . that rise up early in the morning 
that they may follow strong drink; that tarry late into the 
night till wine inflame them! And the harp and the lute, 


the tabret and the pipe, and wine, are in their feasts; but f 
they regard not the work of Jehovah, neither have they f 


considered the operation of his hands . .. Woe unto them 
that call evil good, and good evil . . . Therefore as the 
tongue of fire devoureth the stubble . . . so their foot shall 
be as rottenness, and their blossom shall go up as dust; 
because they have rejected the law of Jehovah of hosts 
and despised the word of the Holy One of Israel.” 

There is an inevitable sequence of deterioration: na- 
tional decline begins with national turning from God. The 
manifestations are many sided, now as in the day of the 
prophet Isaiah. This also is the sequence of Romans 1: 
“Because that, when they knew God, they glorified him 
not as God, neither were thankful . . . Wherefore God 
... gave them over to a reprobate mind” (vv. 21, 24, 28). 

When Mr. Weeks points to four tragic retreats, he is 
seeing no mirage. What he sees, however, is not the result 
of atomic development or war or changed concepts of 
morality as he seems to think, but the steadily spreading 
dry rot of ungodliness. 

Is there a way of return? Yes, significantly even amidst 
the passages we have just quoted is the invitation, “Come 
now, and let us reason together, saith Jehovah: though 
yours sins be as scarlet, they shall be as white as snow; 
though they be red like crimson, they shall be as wool” 
(Isa. 1:18). 

The way to turn the tide of moral deterioration is to re- 
turn to God. But this can be only on God’s terms. Those 
terms for our day are repentance toward God and faith in 
Jesus Christ. 

Sad to say, these are steps which America seems to find 
it almost impossible to take. Though “the whole head is 
sick, and the whole heart faint,” we do not want to admit 
wrongdoing. Neither are we willing to concede that God 
may judge us for our sins. 

There is only one step for which we seem to have a 
greater disinclination nationally than for repentance. That 
is, to concede that if we are to come to God at all, we must 
come on His terms. Those terms, of course, are faith in 
Christ. Nationally the name of Christ, the Saviour of the 
world, is little heard today. 

God bless America! But the only blessings that will 
meet our needs today are the blessings of repentance and 
faith. Will our hardness of heart and our unbelief be so 
great that only national tragedy can bring us to our 
knees? If so , then repentance may come too late.

Discoveries of a Christian Worker 


The Christian who is being transformed day by day by 
the renewing of his mind soon discovers that there is a 
kind of sanctified wisdom as directly opposed to the think- 
ing of the natural man as light is to darkness. Such think- 
ing is not only foolish to the worldly minded man, but it is 
the sheerest folly. The spiritual man knows, late or soon, 
that only as he lays hold on such thinking does he grow in 
grace and understanding. 

The value of the article, “Five Vows for Spiritual 
Power,” by Dr. A. W. Tozer in this issue lies largely in its 
ability to enunciate and summarize such principles. Pas- 
tors, missionaries, and other Christian workers will find 
such wisdom in the remarks of a Christian worker, James 
F. Harrison, now retired, for twenty-three years director 
of practical Christian work at Moody Bible Institute. 
Speaking to a group of associates at a farewell luncheon, 
Mr. Harrison enumerated five important principles which 
he said he had discovered during his years of service. 

First, he said, he had learned that service is as much a 
matter of grace as is salvation. 

Second, he had learned that if anything is to be ac- 
complished in Christian service, the Lord has to do it... 
and he had learned that He is doing it. 

Third, he had learned the importance of being out of 
the way—so far as letting the Holy Spirit direct in God’s 
work—and in the way so far as being in the place of God’s 
appointment (Gen. 24:27). 

Fourth, he had found indeed that Christ’s yoke is easy 
and His burden is light (Matt. 11:30). 

Finally, this Christian worker testified that he had 
found that life’s greatest investment is the will of God. 
Referring to the heart condition which had led to termina- 
tion of his full-time ministry, he added: “What I have 
[from God] physically is what I want with all my heart. 

These are verities, indeed, for anyone who has placed 
his life in God’s hands. The Christian worker especially 
may well ask himself whether he has yet made these 
basic discoveries. They cannot be made too early or laid 
to the heart too earnestly.

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Almost overnight the pull and tug 
of international tensions have reshaped the face of education. 


This fall as students return to college classrooms 
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IGHER academic. standards, in- 

creasing confidence on the part of 
the public and correspondingly larger 
enrollments are the trends most gen- 
erally noted as characterizing Chris- 
tian schools on the college level in a 
Moopy MontTHLy survey just com- 
pleted. But Christian educators con- 
tacted also pointed to the need for 
spiritual and Biblical emphasis in our 
day and to increasingly apparent need 
for such stress on the part of today’s 
Christian school students. 

Survey replies came from seven key 
figures in the Christian school field, 
including six college and Bible in- 
stitute presidents and the executive 
director of the Accrediting Association 
of Bible Colleges. Virtually all of these 
men referred to rising academic 
standards. They also replied to a vari- 
ety of subjects ranging from what 
place science should have in the 
Christian curriculum to the extent of 
building expansion on Christian cam- 
puses in the past ten years. 

Bryan College President Theodore 
C. Mercer cited three major trends: 
(1) the generally increased enroll- 
ments paralleling the trend in public 
institutions, (2) the significant in- 
creases in tuition and other charges 
which he regards as “an absolute 
necessity” and (3) what appears to be 
the general acceptance of the view- 
point that the Christian college must 
be prepared to compete favorably 
with other institutions at nearly every 
level. 

“Christian colleges report quite 
generally an appreciable increase in 
applications for admission and enroll- 
ment,” says Dr. V. Raymond Edman, 
president of Wheaton College. “This is 
indicative of increased interest and 
confidence in Christian colleges in 
many places.” 

With this Dr. Charles C. Ryrie, 
president of the Philadelphia College 
of Bible, agrees: “There is more rec- 
ognition of the importance and dis- 
tinctive place of Christian education,” 
he comments, adding that “the dis- 
tinctions between the different types 
of Christian schools are becoming 


more widely and more clearly under- 
stood today.” 

Dr. Willard Aldrich, president of 
Multnomah School of the Bible, 
agrees that the “upgrading of aca- 
demic standards and their recognition 
through accreditation” is the most 
notable trend among Christian schools 
today. In connection with distinctions 
between various types of schools he 
mentions the “trend toward the four- 
year Bible college with some schools 
moving into the liberal arts area. A 
counter-trend toward strengthening 
the Bible content of the three-year 
Bible institute program,” he adds, “is 
seen in certain of the Bible schools, 
including our own.” 

Dr. S. A. Witmer, executive secre- 
tary of the Accrediting Association of 
Bible Colleges, summarizes by saying: 

“The desire for higher education by 
an increasingly larger proportion of 
young people during the very decade 
when the college-age population is 
doubling is having many profound ef- 
fects. High school students must do 
better work to qualify for admission 
to college. Colleges are becoming more 
selective in the quality of students 
they accept. This means that they 
must be prepared to upgrade their 
levels of instruction to keep pace with 
better students.” 

Dr. Witmer also points to another 
trend—that of independent, noncur- 
ricular study which in his judgment 
may, “in the longer perspective . 
turn out to be the most significant 
change taking place in American edu- 
cation.” This is seen on the college 
level in the trend toward putting more 
responsibility on the student for his 
own education under the counsel of 
competent advisors. 

While apparently commending the 
strengthening of academic programs, 
some educators point frankly to at- 
tending dangers. One of these, Dr. 
William Culbertson, president of 
Moody Bible Institute, notes progress 
in academic excellence, the avail- 
ability of more qualified teachers and 
the trend toward students with higher 
academic ratings. At the same time

he points to “a danger in unwarranted 
emphasis upon the academic to the 
disparagement of the spiritual—which 
must be constantly guarded against.” 

Speaking from the viewpoint of 
student need, Dr. Stephen W. Paine, 
president of Houghton College, like- 
wise underlines the special respon- 
sibility of Christian colleges. Dr. Paine 
pauses to note—as one of the most 
significant trends of the day—‘“the 
increasing worldly-mindedness of stu- 
dents, even those with a Christian 
testimony. This,” he adds, “applies to 
materialistic cutlook, ideals as to sex 
and social life, preferences or toler- 
ances as to entertainment and stand- 
ards of life.” 

Though Dr. Paine was the only edu- 
cator who specifically mentioned 
changes in type of student as a major 
trend, others offered similar comment 
in answer to the question, “How is 
today’s student in the Christian school 
different from the student of ten 
years ago?” 

They generally agreed that Chris- 
tian students today are more mate- 
rially minded, a bit less disciplined, 
more critical but still serious. Here 
are some typical comments: 

Dr. Paine: “The Christian student 
is, in general, more sophisticated, bet- 
ter informed and a bit more cynical, 
taking the picture as a whole. This 
does not mean that the majority of our 
students are not earnest and devoted.” 

Dr. Ryrie: “Emphasis on material- 
ism has increased during the last 
decade, and some of this has rubbed 
off on Christian young people. Things 
that were once considered luxuries 
are now necessities.” 

Dr. Edman: “Some are less dis- 
ciplined than ten years ago because 
they are heirs of the ‘progressive’ edu- 
cation that did not recognize that 
obedience to law is true liberty.” 

Dr. Aldrich: “About ten years ago 
the student body felt the impact of 
Korean war veterans. They gave a 
seriousness and a maturity to the stu- 
dent body of that time. The Bible in- 
stitute, however, continues to draw 
serious-minded students.” 

Dr. Culbertson: “In the Bible college 
and institute field the academic level 
of the incoming class is higher as a 
whole. There is danger, however, that 
some students are selecting a school 
not so much with so-called profes- 
sional training in mind, but simply

with collegiate training in view. This 
must by all means be avoided, or we 
have lost our reason for being.” 

Dr. Mercer: “The student of today 
is sometimes bewildered where the 
student of yesterday was assured or 
at least thought he was. He questions 
what the student of yesterday ac- 
cepted with less questioning. Codes of 
conduct and morality are changing, 
and this is definitely reflected in the 
Christian community. In general, the 
student of today is less amenable to 
rules and regulations.” 

Dr. Witmer: “The typical student 
today, I believe, is more perceptive 
about honest educational values. Few- 
er students are satisfied with an easy 
education, snap courses and super- 
ficial instruction. Most students want 
serious demands to be made upon 
them. They sense that our times call 
for leaders of solid character and 
competence.” 

Other questions and answers to the 
Moopy Montsty survey follow, each 
throwing its own light on some aspect 
of the changes taking place in Chris- 
tian schools. 

Q. Is the need for qualified Christian 
faculty members increasing? In what 
fields are faculty members most needed? 

A. Demand for qualified teachers is 
definitely increasing, agree Chris- 
tian educators—especially in the lib- 
eral arts. From his experience with 
the Evangelical Teacher Placement 
Agency, Dr. Witmer reports: “It ap- 
pears that the greatest demand is in 
the natural sciences, English, lan- 
guages, physical education and certain 
of the social sciences.” Here are some 
other reports: 

Dr. Mercer: “Yes, definitely. We 
have the most difficulty locating fac- 
ulty members in the standard liberal 
arts areas, notably in history, lan- 
guage and English.” 

Dr. Edman: “With the increased 
enrollment in Christian colleges there 
will be increasing need for Christian 
faculty members. It is our experience 
that those qualified spiritually and 
academically are more difficult to ob- 
tain in the social sciences than in the 
physical sciences, strange as that may 
seem.” 

Dr. Ryrie: “The most difficult posi- 
tions to fill are those in the secular 
fields. Trained personnel in these 
fields who also have solid Christian 
convictions and a proper doctrinal 


foundation are scarce. This does not 
mean that top Bible teachers are easy 
to find. They are scarce too.” 

Q. Most of us are aware of the in- 
creasing emphasis on science in secu- 
lar schools. How do you feel this 
should influence the curricula of Chris- 
tian schools? 

A. Science must receive additional 
emphasis on some Christian campuses, 
believe these Christian schoolmen, al- 
though it depends upon the type of 
school. 

Dr. Ryrie: “Obviously, the Christian 
liberal arts college will have to pay 
more attention to the increased em- 
phasis on science if it offers majors in 
science. On the other hand, the Bible 
institutes and Bible colleges must 
maintain their distinctive of Bible 
training, though this does not preclude 
some science in the curriculum.” 

Dr. Edman: “Christian schools 
should and can have faculty members 
well qualified in the physical sciences 
who are convinced creationists, who 
believe in the full inspiration of the 
Scriptures.” 

Dr. Aldrich: “There is a danger of 
producing what Merril Root aptly 
called ‘fractional men.’ The Christian 
secondary and college level schools 
should keep abreast of the advancing 
scientific knowledge, but this knowl- 
edge should be integrated with biblical 
philosophy and biblical theology. The 
things of the Spirit continue to be of 
supreme importance.” 

Dr. Culbertson: “As specialized 
schools, the Bible college and institute 
are mainly concerned only to the ex- 
tent that science is necessary in pro- 
ducing graduates conversant with life 
today.” 

Dr. Mercer: “The Christian college 
cannot possibly afford to ignore the 
fact that we are living in an age of 
science. This fact affords the Christian 
college an unparalleled opportunity 
for teaching in the areas of morality 
and the relationship of science to the 
Christian faith.” 

Q. Are students at Christian schools 
penalized by their academic standards? 

A. Answers to this question range 
from a straight “no” to a “possibly so.” 
Where standards are lower, there is 
bound to be some penalization. 

Dr. Mercer: “This question implies 
on the one hand that standards in 
Christian colleges may be automat- 
ically lower than those in other in- 
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stitutions, and on the other hand that 
academic work in public or non- 
religious private institutions is uni- 
formly of good quality. Both implica- 
tions, I believe, are false.” 

Dr. Edman: “The Bible School Ac- 
crediting Association is doing a fine 
piece of work in helping establish 
standards.” 

Dr. Culbertson: “Students trans- 
ferring to other types of schools, and 
students taking graduate programs in 
colleges, universities and theological 
seminaries have, for the most part, 
done acceptable work.” 


Q. How is the problem of rising costs 
affecting Christian schools? 

A. The panel is in hearty agreement 
on a number of points: 1) It is 
becoming increasingly difficult for 
Christian schools to meet their budget 


} requirements. 2) Administrations are 


being forced to devote more time to 
the raising of funds. 3) Students pay 
only a fraction of the total cost of a 
Christian education. 4) Real sacrifice 
is called for on the part of a faculty 
and staff. 5) Generous support by 
Christians is a “must.” 6) Self-surveys 
are in order to promote efficiency and 
economy. 7) Students and parents will 
have to pay larger amounts to cover 
the rising costs. 

Dr. Aldrich: “A greater respon- 
sibility is placed upon Christians in- 
terested in the training of ministers 
and missionaries to support Christian 
schools.” 

Dr. Culbertson: “Since most schools 
do not make a full charge, more stu- 
dents simply mean more deficit. This 
problem is intensified in schools which 
do not charge tuition.” 

Dr. Witmer: “Financial needs will 
be met only when colleges ‘seek first 
the kingdom of God.’ This means that 
all other incentives—prestige, status, 
size—must give way to the glory of 
God.” 


Q. Are Christian schools generally 
being affected by the new federal loans 
available to college students? 

A. Some liberal arts colleges re- 
port help from the loan program. 

Dr. Mercer (Bryan): “In our own 
case, these loans have been a definite 
help. Some of our best applicants 
would have to be turned away if such 
aid were not available . . . Like it or 
not, student aid through loans and 
scholarships is here to stay and will 
be increased.” 

Dr. Aldrich (Multnomah): “We are 
able to handle our own loan program 
... and do not wish to encourage stu- 
dents to incur major indebtedness for 
their training. Since our yearly costs 
are about half the national average, 
the right kind of students should not 
need to borrow much, if any.” 
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Q. How do you recommend we plan 
to accommodate our mushrooming stu- 
dent population? Should there be more 
Christian schools? 


A. Administrators agree that Chris- 
tian schools should expand. Views 
vary, however, on whether or not 
more Christian schools is the answer. 
Most feel that expansion of existing 
campuses would strengthen smaller 
schools, but weaken larger ones. 

Dr. Mercer: “My own reaction is 
that we should strengthen present col- 
leges in so far as possible before we 
attempt to increase the number of 
institutions.” 

Dr. Edman: “There should be more 
Christian schools. I do not advocate 
very large: colleges which can become 
impersonal.” 

Dr. Culbertson: “My own view is 
that for the Bible institutes and col- 
leges the answer should be in addi- 
tional schools. Too large a student 
body will defeat the purpose of a 
school that must deal personally with 
its students on a very high level. There 
in no such thing as ‘the mass produc- 
tion of holiness.’ ” 

Dr. Paine: “There will be a few new 
Christian colleges, but I feel the prin- 
cipal thrust should be in the direction 
of enlarging and strengthening those 
already existing. Many of these have 
been, until recently, unaccredited and 
small.” 

Dr. Witmer: “The answer is to be 
found in strengthening the schools 
that now exist. There are already too 
many understaffed and undersup- 
ported schools among the 250 Bible 
institutes and Bible colleges of the 
United States and Canada.” 

Dr. Ryrie: “We must plan now to 
expand facilities. This will cost a lot 
of money, but if the job is to be done, 
Christian people will simply have to 
recognize the necessity and worth of 
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supporting the ministry of Christian 
schools.” 

Dr. Aldrich: “The Christian school 
will be the last of the schools to feel 
the mushrooming student population. 
However, they should make a bid for 
a larger proportion of the increased 
population.” 

Q. What is happening on Christian 
campuses so far as plant expansion is 
concerned? 

A. That Christian schools are doing 
well in this regard is the consensus of 
the panel. 

Dr. Mercer: “The expansion of 
physical facilities in the Christian col- 
lege follows the general pattern of 
expansion everywhere.” 

Dr. Paine: “Christian colleges are 
expanding just about equally with 
secular institutions. In general, this 
implies a doubling of their size by 
1970.” 

Dr. Edman: “There is need for fur- 
ther expansion and facilities on many 
a campus, but the need appears to be 
less urgent that it was a few years 
ago.” 

Dr. Aldrich: “Many Christian 
schools are eniarging their campuses. 
Multnomah puts into operation this 
fall the Doris Coffin Aldrich Memorial 
Dormitory. A student center is next.” 

Dr. Witmer: “My work has taken 
me to more than 100 campuses of 
Bible institutes and Bible colleges in 
the past few years. It has been heart- 
ening to see what has been going on. 
Eight of the forty-seven members of 
the Accrediting Association have re- 
located and built new campuses dur- 
ing the last several years. Fifteen 
others have made major additions. 
Fourteen have built new libraries. A 
similar expansion is going on among 
a number of non-member schools. 
Capital worth has increased by mil- 
lions of dollars—all to provide a better 
education for more students.” END

few movements today are more 
striking and significant than 
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5 gees the religious phenomena of 
our day is the attempt on the part 
of a large segment of Christendom to 
merge all Christian churches into one 
powerful world organization. This is 
the ecumenical movement, the term 
“ecumenical” deriving from the Greek 
word oikoumene, meaning “inhabited 
earth.” The key questions which fos- 
tered and projected the movement 
were: Why should Christendom be 
divided into so many denominations? 
And why should not all Christians 
pool their efforts in one superchurch? 

Many of the people who support 
this concept of a world church are 
sincerely seeking to do the will of God. 
Others see in it a dangerous trend that 
should alarm all evangelical Chris- 
tians. Which of these views is the right 
one? 

To form a sound and proper opinion 
one must first examine the historic 
background of the movement, ascer- 
tain its present character and future 
objectives, and consider the whole in 
the light of the Word of God. 

The movement received its first 
impetus in a number of interdenomi- 
national movements. Among them 
were the YMCA, the YWCA and stu- 
dent groups such as the Student 
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Volunteers. In seeking closer relation- 
ships among the denominations, the 
Christian Endeavor also contributed 
toward the ecumenical concept. 
These various organizations, in or- 
der to find a basis for agreement in 
action and program, were forced to 
bridge various denominational points 
of view. The thought was planted then 
that perhaps some more comprehen- 
sive program should be conceived to 
unite all churches, thus eliminating 
the numerous competitive and con- 
flicting programs that existed. 


+ Tuts new concept was first given 
tangible expression in a conference 
held in Stockholm in 1925. They called 
it the Life and Work Conference. 

The conference was attended by 
five hundred delegates and claimed 
to represent 330 million professing 
Christians. The leaders, predomin- 
antly, were from the liberal group. 
They stressed the point of view that 
though there could be no theological 
agreement (as illustrated in the 
fundamentalist-modernist controver- 
sies following World War I) it was 
possible to agree on a program of ac- 
tion. Actually the Life and Work Con- 
ference was an attempt to extend the 
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social gospel program advanced by 
liberals in the church at large. 

That no real agreement could be 
reached without an agreement on 
principles soon became evident. Ac- 
cordingly, another conference was 
held, in 1927, in Lausanne, Switzer- 
land. This was named the Faith and 
Order Conference. 

Here 450 delegates assembled, 
claiming to represent ninety denomi- 
nations. Their problem was to find a 
ground of agreement in faith and or- 
der—terms used to denote Christian 
doctrine and matters of church gov- 
ernment. 

Insuperable problems imposed 
themselves. Congregational churches, 
for example, found their seat of au- 
thority in the local congregation. The 
Presbyterians considered the presby- 
tery as having the final word. The 
Episcopalian churches rested their 
authority with the bishop. 

Theologically, widespread differ- 
ences of opinion were held by liberals 
on the one hand and conservatives 
and fundamentalists on the other. 
Differences arose concerning the 
Lord’s Supper and its meaning, as well 
as countless other subjects having 
theological implications. 











In short, no solid solution was 
found for the problems presented in 
the Faith and Order Conference. It 
was nevertheless agreed that other 
conferences should be held, one on life 
and work and another on faith and 
order. These would convene in 1937. 

The Life and Work Conference met 
at Oxford, England, in the year ap- 
pointed. The Faith and Order Con- 
ference met in Edinburgh the same 
year. It was out of these meetings that 
a temporary organization was formed 
called “The Temporary Ecumenical 
Council.” 


+ Tuis council, set up in 1938, was 
the first step toward a representative 
body comprising various denomina- 
tions. It was charged with the respon- 
sibility of laying the groundwork for 
some kind of world church. The work 
of this body was interrupted by World 
War II, however, and not until ten 
years later was it able to meet again. 
This time it was in Amsterdam 

At the meeting in Holland, in 1948, 
the doctrinal problem was solved by 
the issuance of a statement of faith, 
together with a definition of the or- 
ganization itself. These were em- 
braced in the following words: “The 
Ecumenical Council is a union of 
churches which accept our Lord Jesus 
Christ as God and Saviour.” 

At first glance this seemed to be an 
excellent statement—one any evan- 
gelical could support. The terminology 
was plainly biblical. But immediately 
the question arose: What did it mean? 
Many in the movement were suspect 
so far as holding to the old faith was 
concerned. Some openly denied the 
virgin birth and other fundamentals. 

Requests came to the Council, espe- 


cially from liberals, asking for a 
definition. What did the statement 
really mean? What of the liberal 


theologian who did not accept the 
deity of Christ as defined by a funda- 
mentalist? Would he be barred? 

Replying, the Council issued this 
brief statement: “The Ecumenical 
Council is not concerned with the 
church’s manner of interpretation.” 
In effect it amounted to this: “If you 
are willing to sign this doctrinal state- 
ment and accept it as a basis of union, 
you may interpret it as you will, and 
no one will question your interpreta- 
tion.” 

It does not take much theological 
discernment, in view of the history 
and the theological trends of our day, 
to realize that this doctrinal statement, 
good as it was in itself, was not and 
is not worth the paper it was written 
on. Most of its most hearty supporters 
were those whose writings and state- 
ments showed they were far from a 
true biblical Christianity. In fact, al- 
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most from the very beginning the 
movement toward a world church was 
heavily dependent on liberals. That is 
why it was openly questioned by 
those who embraced a conservative 
theology. 

The World Council came into full- 
orbed existence in 1954, when it met 
in our own country, in Evanston, Illi- 
nois. By that time it had become in- 
creasingly evident that the purpose of 
the organization was not simply to 
form an association of individual 
Protestant churches, but one which 
ultimately would embrace all Chris- 
tendom, including the Roman Catholic 
Church and the Greek Orthodox 
Church. In fact, from the beginning, 
overtures were made to these churches 
to send representatives, and though 
the attempts in this direction were 
rebuffed, efforts have continued. 


+ Let us look at what the Bible has 
to say about such a movement. The 
ecumenical adherents claim the move- 
ment is biblical. They point to such 
passages as Ephesians 4:4-6: “There 
is one body, and one Spirit, even as ye 
are called in one hope of your calling; 
one Lord, one faith, one baptism, one 
God and Father of all, who is above 
all, and through all, and in you all.” 

On the basis of this Scripture the 
ecumenicists say that it is God’s will 
to have one basic organization of all 
churches, and therefore it is wrong to 
be divided into denominational groups. 
Their error is in this: they identify 
the body of Christ, which is a spir- 
itual unity, with whatever organiza- 
tional unity may be achieved. Yet 
no statement in all the Bible shows 
that God requires all churches to be- 
long to one super organization. 

The ecumenical movement has also 
expressed itself forcibly on other 
doubtful subjects. One is that the 
church should take a lead in matters 
of social import around the world. 
The church should, for example, enter 
actively into politics; also such mat- 
ters as labor and capital, integration 
of various races, disarmament among 
nations and similar issues. The claim 
is that such a program is impossible 
with the church divided as it is into 
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Consequently 
the only way the church of God can 
be a real force in the world is for all 


many denominations. 


churches to band into one super- 
church. 

Careful examination of the Scrip- 
tures does not justify such a program. 
In apostolic times, it is true, local 
churches had a certain amount of 
apostolic supervision. This was nec- 
essary, for many of them were little 
more than mission points, often with- 
out adequate local leadership. 

There were also churches in close 
fellowship with one another, such as 
those of Galatia. But no one of them, 
apparently, had control over another. 
And while evidence may be found in 
the Bible for varying types of church 
government, no evidence exists that 
these churches ever banded together, 
or that the officials of one church in 
one area ever dictated a program for 
a church in another area. 


+ IT BECOMES evident to one who con- 
siders the difficulties, that a super- 
church is possible only if there is 
theological agreement. Conceivably, if 
all churches were to agree on the 
biblical fundamentals of the faith, ac- 
cepting the Bible as the infallible 
Word of God—and if they were to do 
so practically and not merely theo- 


retically—certainly the churches could A 


get together far more than they do 
today. But even under those ideal 
circumstances, sincere differences of 
opinion might arise to hinder their 
working together. 

To the one who faces the actual 
world situation, where sharp differ- 
ences exist on the fundamentals of 
the faith, clearly any basis of agree- 
ment in the formation of a super- 
church must be devoid of theological 
distinctives. Christians would be 
forced to surrender their convictions 
to join such an organization. 

That is why the ecumenical move- 
ment as it exists today has no dis- 
tinct theology. The only concept which 
units them is the ambition to have 
one great church regardless of what 
it costs the individual believer and 
the churches involved. 

The ecumenical movement, rather 
than considering theology as a basis of 
union, has judged it as an obstacle to 
union. In so doing they have deliber- 
ately cast aside all the great funda- 
mentals of the faith. 

This does not mean that all who are 
in the movement do not hold to some 
fundamentals. The point is, they can- 
not make their theological convictions 


.the basis of union. In fact, heresy from 


the standpoint of the ecumenical 

movement—and the only heresy—is 

that of opposition to it. Opposition to

how to win children 


I NEVER met Edward Payson Hammond. He died many 
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years before I was born. But I have heard his voice many times. 
It is a voice I cannot forget. 0 The first time 

I heard it was in 1943. About eight of us

ther, the beginning, our instructor was Robert Birch 
weg of Vancouver, Canada. Then Birch became

ill and asked me to take over the teaching 

task. To help me, he gave me two of his books. 
One of them was The Conversion of Children, by 
E. Payson Hammond. 0 The eighty-year-old book 
looked dog-eared and ancient. One look dis- 
couraged me. I put it in the bookcase and 

out of my mind. 0 But my wife—clever 
woman—dug it out. “Have you read this book 
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of Hammond’s?” she inquired. “You 
ought to.” 

There was only one thing to do. I 
read the book. It was the beginning 
of a transforming experience. 

Paragraphs like this one from An- 
drew Bonar stirred my heart: 

“It is time that the skepticism and 
coldness of heart in the churches that 
have forbidden little children should 
come to an end, and that all of the 
friends of Jesus should endeavour 
to bring them in their arms to Him. 
We have seen in Cincinnati, since 
Hammond began his labors there, two 
hundred children stand up together 
as witnesses of Jesus . . . And the 
reasons they gave for believing that 
they had become His redeemed were 
satisfactory to wise and _ prudent 
Christians who questioned them.” 

I was dumbfounded. Two hundred 
children brought to the Lord in chil- 
dren’s meetings! We had had chil- 
dren’s meetings off and on for five 
years, and I could not remember one 
child coming to the Lord. I had been 
teaching Sunday school for years, and 
as far as I knew, Eddy was the only 
boy who might have come—and I was 
not too sure about him. But here were 
two hundred in one week! 

Oh yes, they might not be genuine. 
Apparently Satan whispered that to 
many in Hammond’s day, and some 
voiced the whisper. But I saw the 
names: Andrew Bonar, Richard New- 
ton, Emma Campbell, Mark Hopkins, 
C. H. Spurgeon, W. M’Callum, D. L. 
Moody and a host of others who en- 
dowed this work. And time had 
proved it to be a work of God. Chil- 
dren saved in Hammond’s meeting 
were in most cases truly saved. 

“Two hundred children!” I thought. 
“That many brought to Christ and we 
have seen none. Why?” 

That there were reasons we now 
had no doubts. Would an _ open- 
minded search of Hammond’s book 
and of our own hearts reveal the rea- 
sons for our barrenness? Yes. There 
was more from the pen of Andrew 
Bonar, mighty man of God. 

“There is a practical error very 
common among God’s people,” Dr. 
Bonar wrote. “All of them profess to 
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believe that the Holy Spirit may con- 
vert souls of any age and that conver- 
sion cannot be too soon. Yet they do 
not look for the conversion of chil- 
dren with the same lively faith that 
they manifest in expecting the Holy 
Spirit to change those who are of 
riper years . . . They do not press 
home on the children as they would 
on grown-up persons, the immediate, 
present acceptance of Christ.” 


+ Back in the class of Sunday school 
teachers we were doing some serious 
thinking. Our minds were on those 
two hundred children brought to the 
Lord in one effort. And the man Ed- 
ward Hammond had quoted had as 
good as said that it is because we 
don’t believe that we don’t ask the 
children! 

“Listen!” Bill’s voice brought us to 
attention. “If Hammond is right, and 
I think he is, let’s try his methods. 
We have our children’s meeting at 
the Dew Drop Inn next Friday. What 
say we ask the kids to stay behind if 
they want to accept Christ, just as 
Hammond did?” 

We agreed. Friday evening came. 
And for an hour we gave the children 
the gospel in song and story from 
projected pictures, some on the life 
of Christ. A spiritual atmosphere was 
prevailing. This night the Gospel was 
being spelled out soberly and clearly 
for a verdict. 

Then Bill spoke. “Boys and girls,” 
he said, “some of you know that Jesus 
died for you and that He wants to be 
your Saviour. Some of you have 
wanted to come to Him for a long 
time. Tonight we are going to give you 
a chance to do it. Now if you really 
want to come to Jesus just stay in 
your seats, while the others go. The 
kind teachers here will help you to 
find the Saviour. Good-bye, every- 
body! See you next Friday.” 

The children began to mill about. 
Dozens went out into the night. But 
about forty of them remained. “You 
don’t understand,” Bill said. “The 
only ones who are to stay are those 
who want help in trusting the Saviour. 
Everyone else go. The meeting is 
over.” 

A few more left, but still so many 
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remained that each of us had to take 
three or four. 

It was true! What Hammond said 
was true! Children would come to 
Christ when we simply believed and 
acted to bring it about! 

Ruth, for example, talked with four 
girls that night. All four came to the 
Lord. To her it was such a revolu- 
tionary experience that within months 
she gave up her teaching position and 
went to France to win boys and girls 
to Christ. She is there today, still 
winning children, because in one eve- 
ning she discovered they were only 
waiting for help to find Christ. 


+ My zeat was fired. I just had to 
know more about Hammond. Had he 
written other books? Did others know 
of him? Could we still find results of 
his work? Were today’s children any 
different from those of long ago? 
Could God use another as He had 
used Hammond? 

I resolved io find out. I began to 
search and to work with children. And 
I found that it was indeed true. The 
turn of my Christian life had come. 
My days of spiritual barrenness were 
gone and my life was changed. Halle- 
lujah! 

My search brought to light another 
book by Hammond: Early Conver- 
sions. Then came in succession Jesus 
the Lamb of God, Gathered Lambs, 
Roger’s Travels and many more books 
and tracts. Finally I found Hammond's 
biography, Reaper and Harvest, by 
P. C. Headley. 

I read of Hammond’s meetings with 
Moody in Chicago, with Spurgeon in 
London, of meetings held in connec- 
tion with union crusades in Rochester 
and Albany, N.Y., Galveston, Tex., in 
Alaska and on the continent. 

In the meeting with Spurgeon, “be- 
tween two and three thousand found 
the Saviour.” In Rochester, after the 
crusade, a thousand and one children 
joined the churches, some as young 
as nine years of age. In Albany, eleven 
hundred boys and girls became mem- 
bers of the participating churches. 


+ I piscovereD that Hammond had in- 
fluenced others along the way. In 
England, Josiah Spiers took a few 
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children to one of Hammond’s meet- 
ings. When he saw boys and girls 
coming to the Lord he went home| 
with a vision. Could God use him as | 
He was using Hammond? Nothing 
like trying! He went back to Isling- 
ton, borrowed a room and advertised 
a meeting. Fifteen children attended. | 
Soon the fifteen grew to fifty and he | 
found himself in need of a bigger | 
room. 

Yes, the Lord would use even | 
Josiah Spiers. He was no respecter 
of persons. So started the Children’s 
Special Service Mission, now win- 
ning boys and girls to Christ all over 
the world. 

Our search for more information on 
Hammond and his methods continued. 
One day, speaking to Dr. P. W. Phil- 
pott, sometime pastor of the Moody 
Memorial Church of Chicago, I said, 
“Did you ever hear of Edward Payson 
Hammond?” 

“Hammond!” he exclaimed. “Why, 
yes! His name was on every lip when 
I first took my church in Hamilton 
(Canada). The pillars of that church 
largely were those saved as children 
in Hammond’s meetings.” 

I wrote to Dr. Harry A. Ironside. 
He was in another city when the letter 
reached him. Immediately he took his 
pen and answered: “...I have met, 
particularly in my earlier days of 
gospel testimony, numbers of bright 
happy believers in middle life or ad- 
vanced age, who were saved through | 
the testimony of this man of God.” 

Then, thrill upon thrill, I found six 
or seven aged people who had actually 
been in Hammond’s meetings. One 
was dear old Uncle Ben Burnstead of 
Boston, who had worked with Ham- 
mond. Uncle Ben—since gone home— | 
gave me invaluable personal infor- 
mation about Hammond, and even 
gave me books and tracts Hammond 
had had in his hands. 

I believe it was God who showed me 
these things. To do it, He brought into 
my life the spirit of a man now stand- 
ing in His presence—Edward Payson 
Hammond. 

Hammond passed on to me three 
great convictions which have changed 
the course of my ministry. First, he 
demonstrated that children can be 
won now. Second, he convinced me 
that child conversions are genuine. 
Third, he put a conviction in my heart 
that I was missing God’s best in not 
seizing the great opportunities of win- 
ning children to Christ. 

The Spirit of God, I believe, waits 
to do a mighty work among boys and 
girls—whenever God’s people meet 
His conditions. He is ready to use 
that person who will give himself to 
Him for this field of service. Perhaps |

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There is strength in being bound— 
if and when the bonds are self-imposed 
so that God may have His way completely 


OME people object to taking vows, 
but in the Bible you will find 
many great men of God directed 
by covenants, promises, vows and 
pledges. The psalmist was not averse 
to the taking of vows. “Thy vows are 
upon me, O God,” he said. “I will 
render my praises unto thee” (Ps. 
56:12). 

My counsel in this matter is that if 
you are really concerned about spir- 
itual improvement—the gaining of 
new power, new life, new joy and 
new personal revival within your 
heart—you will do well to make cer- 
tain vows and proceed to keep them. 
If you should fail, go down in humility 
and repent and start over. But always 
keep these vows before you. They will 
help harmonize your heart with the 
vast powers that flow out and down 
from the throne where Christ sitteth 
at the right hand of God. 

A carnal man refuses the discipline 
of such commitments. He says, “I want 
to be free. I don’t want to lay any 
vows upon myself; I don’t believe in 
it. It is legalism.” Well, let me paint a 
picture of two men. 

One of them will not take vows. He 
will not accept any responsibility. He 
wants to be free. And he is free, in a 
measure—just as a tramp is free. The 
tramp is free to sit on a park bench 
by day, sleep on a newspaper by 
night, get chased out of town on 
Thursday morning, and find his way 
up a set of creaky stairs in some flop- 
house on Thursday night. Such a man 
is free, but he is also useless. He 
clutters up the world whose air he 
breathes. 

Let’s look at another man—maybe 
a president or prime minister or any 
great man who carries upon himself 
the weight of government. Such men 
are not free. But in the sacrifice of 
their freedom they step up their 
power. If they insist upon being free, 
they can be free, just like the tramp. 
But they choose rather to be bound. 

There are many religious tramps in 
the world who will not be bound by 
anything. They have turned the grace 
of God into personal license. But the 
great souls are ones who have gone 
reverently to God with the under- 
standing that in their flesh dwells no 
good thing. And they know that with- 
out God’s enablement any vows taken 
would be broken before sundown. 
Nevertheless, believing in God, rever- 
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ently they took certain sacred vows. 
This is the way to spiritual power. 

Now there are five vows I have in 
mind which we do well to make and 
keep. The first is: DEAL THOR- 
OUGHLY WITH SIN. Sin has been 
driven underground these days and 
has come up with a new name and 
face. You may be subjected to this 
phenomenon in the schools. Sin is 
being called by various fancy names— 
anything but what it really is. For ex- 
ample, men don’t get under conviction 
any more; they get a guilt complex. 
Instead of confessing their guilt to 
God and getting rid of it, they lie on 
a couch and try to tell a man who 
ought to know better all about them- 
selves. It comes out after a while that 
they were deeply disappointed when 
they were two years old or some such 
thing. That’s supposed to make them 
better. 

The whole thing is ridiculous, be- 
cause sin is still the ancient enemy of 
the soul. It has never changed. We’ve 
got to deal firmly with sin in our lives. 
Let’s remember that. “The kingdom 
of God is not meat and drink,” said 
Paul, “but righteousness, and peace, 
and joy in the Holy Ghost.” Right- 
eousness lies at the door of the king- 
dom of God. “The soul that sinneth, 
it shall die.” 

This is not to preach sinless per- 
fection. This is to say that every 
known sin is to be named, identified 
and repudiated, and that we must 
trust God for deliverance from it, so 
that there is no conscious, deliberate 
sin anywhere in our lives. It is ab- 
solutely necessary that we deal thus, 
because God is a holy God and sin is 
on the throne of the world. 

So don’t call your sins by some 
other name. If you’re jealous, call it 
jealousy. If you tend to pity yourself 
and feel that you are not appreciated, 
but are like a flower born to blush 
unseen and waste your sweetness on 
the desert air, call it what it is— 
self-pity. 

There is resentfulness. If you’re 
resentful, admit it. I have met people 
who live in a state of sputtering in- 
dignation most of the time. I know of 
a preacher who acts like a hen thrown 
out of the nest. He keeps running in 
all directions clucking and complain- 
ing—somebody is always doing him 
wrong. Well, if you have got that 
spirit, you must deal with it now. You 


must get that out of you. The blood of 
Jesus Christ cleanses from all sin. 
Instead of covering it up and trying 
to find a Greek marginal rendering 
somewhere to hide it under, call it by 
its right name and get rid of it by the 
grace of God. 

And then there is your temper. 
Don’t call it indignation. Don’t try to 
christen it by some other name. Call 
it what it is. Because if you have a bad 
temper you will either get rid of it or 
it will get rid of much of your spir- 
ituality and most of your joy. 

So let’s deal with sin thoroughly. 
Let’s be perfectly candid. God loves 
candid people. 


Now the second vow is NEVER 
OWN ANYTHING. I do not mean by 
this that you cannot have things. I 
mean that you ought to get delivered 
from the sense of possessing them. 
This sense of possessing is what 
hinders us. All babies are born with 
their fists clenched, and it seems to me 
it means “This is mine!” One of the 
first things they say is “mine” in an 
angry voice. That sense of “This is 
mine” is a very injurious thing to the 
spirit. If you can get rid of it so that 
you have no feeling of possessing any- 
thing, there will come a great sense 
of freedom and liberty into your life. 

Now don’t think that you must 
sell all that you have and give it to 
charity. No. God will let you have 
your car and your business, your 
practice and your position, whatever 
it may be, provided you understand 
that it is not yours at all, but His, and 
all you are doing is just working for 
Him. You can be restful about it then, 
because we never need to worry about 
losing anything that belongs to some- 
one else. If it is yours, you’re always 
looking in your hand to see if it’s still 
there. If it’s God’s you no longer need 
to worry about it. 

Let me point out some things you'll 


have to turn over to God. Property is 


one thing. Some of the dear Lord’s 
children are being held back because 
there’s a ball and chain on their legs. 
If it’s a man, it’s his big car and fine 
home. If it’s a woman it’s her china 
and her Louis XIV furniture and all 
the rest. Take that vase for instance. 
There it stands, and if anybody 
knocked it off and broke it the poor 
owner would probably lose five years 
from her life! 
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The third vow is this: NEVER DE- 
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with a desire to defend ourselves. 
And if you insist upon defending 
yourself, God will let you do it. But if 
you turn the defense of yourself over 
to God He will defend you. He told 
Moses once, in Exodus 23: “I will be 
an enemy unto thine enemies and an 


| adversary to thine adversaries.” 


A long time ago the Lord and I 


| went through the twenty-third of 
| Exodus together and He gave it to me. 
| For thirty years now it has been a 


source of untold blessing to my life. 
I don’t have to fight. The Lord does 
the fighting for me. And He'll do the 
same for you. He will be an enemy to 


| your enemy and an adversary to your 


adversary, and you'll never need to 


| defend yourself. 


What do we defend? Well, we de- 


| fend our talents, we defend our serv- 
ice, and particularly we defend our 


reputation. Your reputation is what 
people think you are, and if a story 


| gets out about you the big temptation 


is to try to run it down. But you know, 
running down the source of a story is 
a hopeless task. Absolutely hopeless! 
It’s like trying to find the bird after 
you've found the feather on your 
lawn. You can’t do it. But if you'll 
turn yourself wholly over to the Lord 
He will defend you completely and see 
to it that no one will harm you. “No 
weapon that is formed against thee 
shall prosper,” He says, and “every 
tongue that shall rise against thee in 
judgment thou shalt condemn” (Isa. 
54:17). 

Henry Suso was a great Christian 
of other days. Once he was seeking 
what some Christians have told me 
they are seeking—to know God better. 
Let’s put it like this: you are seeking 
to have a religious awakening within 
your spirit that will thrust you farther 
out into the deep things of God. Well, 
as Henry Suso was seeking God, peo- 
ple started telling evil stories about 
the man, and it grieved him so that he 
wept bitter tears and had great sorrow 
of heart. 

Then one day he looked out the 
window and saw a dog playing on the 
lawn. The dog had a mat, and kept 
picking the mat up, tossing it over his 
shoulder, running and getting it, toss- 
ing it some more, picking it up and 
tossing it again. God said to Henry 
Suso, “That mat is your reputation, 
and I am letting the dogs of sin tear 
your reputation to shreds and toss it 
all over the lawn for your own good. 
One of these days things will change.” 

And things did change. It was not 
very long before the people who were 
tearing his reputation were con- 
founded, and Suso rose into a place 
that made him a power in his day and 


a great blessing still to those who sing 
his hymns and read his works. 


Next, vow NEVER PASS ANY- 
THING ON ABOUT ANYBODY 
ELSE THAT WILL HURT HIM 
“Love covers a multitude of sins” 
(I Peter 4:8). The talebearer has no 
place in God’s favor. If you know 
something that would hinder or hurt 
the reputation of one of God’s chil- 
dren, bury it forever. Find a little 
garden out back—a little spot some- 
where—and when somebody comes 
around with an evil story, take it out 
and bury it, and say, “Here lies in 
peace the story about my brother.” 
God will take care of it. “With what 
judgment ye judge, ye shall be 
judged.” 

If you want God to be good to you, 
you are going to have to be good to 
His children. You say, “That’s not 
grace.” Well, grace gets you into the 
kingdom of God. That is unmerited 
favor. But after you are seated at the 
Father’s table He expects to teach you 
table manners. And He won’t let you 
eat unless you obey the etiquette of 
the table. And what is that? The eti- 
quette of the table is that you don’t 
tell stories about the brother who is 
sitting at the table with you—no mat- 
ter what his denomination, or na- 
tionality, or background. 


Our next vow is NEVER AC- 
CEPT ANY GLORY. God is jealous 
of His glory and He will not give His 
glory to another. He will not even 
share His glory with another. It is 
quite natural, I should say, for people 
to hope that maybe their Christian 
service will give them a chance to dis- 
play their talents. True, they want to 
serve the Lord. But they also want 
other people to know they are serving 
the Lord. They want to have a reputa- 
tion among the saints. That is very 
dangerous ground—seeking a reputa- 
tion among the saints. It’s bad enough 
to seek a reputation in the world, but 
it’s worse to seek a reputation among 
the people of God. Our Lord gave up 
His reputation, and so must we. 

Meister Eckhart once preached a 
sermon on Christ cleansing the tem- 
ple. He said, “Now there was nothing 
wrong with those men selling and 
buying there. There was nothing 
wrong with exchanging money there; 
it had to be. The sin lay in their doing 
it for profit. They got a percentage on 
serving the Lord.” And then he made 
the application: “Anybody that serves 
for a commission, for what little bit of 
glory he can get out of it, is a mer- 
chant and he ought to be cast out of 
the temple.” 

I go along with this. If you’re serv- 
ing the Lord, and yet slyly—perhaps 
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scarcely known to you—you’re hoping 


to get just a little five percent com- | 


mission, then look out! It will chill the 
power of God in your spirit. You must 
determine that you will never take 
any glory, but see that God gets it all. 


Now the easiest possible thing is to 
give a message like this. The hard 


thing is to make it work in one’s own | 


life. Remember that these five vows 
are not something you write in the 
back of your Bible and forget. They’ve 
got to be written in your own blood. 
They have to be made final, irrevoca- 
ble. If it only comes off the surface, 
it’s no good. Much of our consecration 
is just that way—it comes off the sur- 
face. Many of our promises come off 
the surface. No, no. Let it come out of 
the depths of your heart, the deep 
depths of your spirit. 


These vows cut against the old hu- | 


man nature. They introduce the cross 
into your life. And nobody ever walks 
back from carrying his cross—nobody, 
ever. When a man takes his cross he’s 


already said good-by. He’s pulled the | 


roll top shut on his desk and said 
farewell to his wife and children. He’s 
not coming back. The man with the 
cross never comes back. When you 
make these vows, remember: they 
introduce the cross into your life, they 
strike at the heart of your self-life 
and there is never a place to go back 
to. And I say, “Woe to the triflers!” 

In America—and maybe in other 
places, too—so many people are say- 
ing, “Try Jesus, try God!” Triflers, 
experimenters, tasters they are. Like 
a rabbit with a half dozen holes so if 
one is stopped up he can flee to an- 
other! No! From the cross there is no 
place to flee. You don’t “try” Jesus. 
He’s not there to be experimented 
with. Christ is not on trial. You are. 
I am. He’s not! God raised Him from 
the dead and forever confirmed His 
deity and sealed Him and set Him at 
His own right hand as Lord and 
Christ. Turn everything over to Him 
and you'll find your life begin to lift. 
You'll blossom in a wonderful way. 

Now, if you happen to be one of 
those on whom God has laid Fis hand 
for a deeper life, a more powerful life, 
a fuller life, then I wonder if you 
would be willing to pray this kind of 
prayer: “O God, glorify Thyself at 
my expense. Send me the bill—any- 
thing, Lord. I set no price. I will not 
dicker or bargain. Glorify Thyself. 
I'll take the consequences.” 

This kind of praying is simple, but 
it’s deep and wonderful and powerful. 
I believe, if you can pray a prayer 
like that, it will be the ramp from 
which you can take off into higher 
heights and bluer skies in the things 
of the Spirit. END 
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Hardship, danger and even death have been their 
lot, but God has marvelously worked through these 
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A SwEDIsH visitor approached the in- 
*”  structor at the close of his class 
at Moody Bible Institute. “I have been 
a missionary to India,” he said, “and 
I got to know some of your graduates 
out there. 

“There is just one thing I want to 
know,” he continued. “What is it that 
makes your graduates keep up their 
zeal for evangelism, even after many 
hard years on the field?” 

Many others also have noted the 
deep interest of Moody-trained mis- 
sionaries in winning people to a vital 
faith in Christ. Yet it has seemed the 
natural product of a school started 
seventy-five years ago by one of the 
world’s great evangelists. 

Missionaries from Moody are pri- 
marily evangelistic, but not exclu- 
sively so. Graduates have played an 
important role in the development of 
missionary radio and aviation. From 
Moody have come some outstanding 
linguists and devoted workers in 
medicine and education. 

But at the heart of it all is their 
concern for souls and their confident 
dependence on the Bible as the Word 
of God. This message, they believe, is 
as relevant in the atomic age as in the 
day of Christ’s earthly ministry. 

Around the world well over two 
thousand Moody-trained missionaries 

under some two hundred different 
mission societies—are making a strong 
imprint on today’s missionary move- 
ment. The following highlights can no 
more than suggest this impact, but 
they capture, in some degree, the 
spirit that indwells the men and 
women who have gone out from the 
Institute to the foreign mission field. 


CHAPLAIN TO 
KOREAN REDS 





Few Americans know Korea and its 
people better than Harold Voelkel. 
For over thirty years he has moved 
among them. As a Presbyterian mis- 
sionary he began his Korean service 
in 1928 upon graduating from Moody 
Bible Institute and Princeton. He 
could not foresee then that two 
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decades later Korea would become 
the battleground for the two most 
powerful military forces of the mid- 
twentieth century. 

Down at Tae Chun Beach on the 
China Sea Voelkel and other mem- 
bers of the Presbyterian mission were 
holding their annual meeting.: It was 
June 25, 1950. Suddenly the Reds 
struck with tremendous force and 
surprise, catapulting the Korean War. 
Voelkel and other missionaries were 
evacuated to Japan. 

His stay there was brief. Taking a 
leave of absence from his mission, he 
became a United Nations chaplain. 
For a time he served as chaplain to 
troops. Then, partly because of his 
knowledge of the Korean language, he 
was given responsibility for prisoners 
in North Korea. Day after day, month 
after month, Voelkel entered the 
barbed wire compounds to face bitter 
Communists, bewildered draftees, 
Koreans with many needs. For them 
all, he had the message of the gospel. 
Soon he established a temporary Bible 
institute. Hundreds, he found, were 
eager to know the Bible. Of these, no 
fewer than 642 expressed desire of 
entering the Christian ministry upon 
their release as prisoners. 

By the time the war ended in 1953, 
Voelkel had brought the Christian 
gospel to thousands of Red prisoners 
formerly indoctrinated with Com- 
munism. Many of these are now in 
full time Christian service. 


4-F MISSIONARY 
TO CHOL INDIANS 


John Beekman’s heart condition, 
doctors said, could take his life within 
a year. But at Moody Bible Institute 
he had been gripped by the missionary 
challenge. It would take more than a 
bad heart to stop him. After a year of 
study in linguistics at the University 
of Oklahoma, Beekman and his wife, 
Elaine, headed for an area deep in 
Mexico near the Guatemalan border, 
homeland of the Chol Indians. 

There they learned the Chol lan- 
guage, taught the natives how to read 





and write and translated the New 
Testament. Though he was a 4-F mis- 
sionary, Beekman sandwiched in two- 
week hiking trips over the rugged 
countryside between study periods, 
presenting the claims of Christ. Soon 
a few Chols were converted. Then he 
taught these converts how to evan- 
gelize—by word and by life—and their 
numbers grew. Today more than five 
thousand are Christians. 

What about that bad heart? In 1955 
doctors gave Beekman only a slim 
chance. This time, they said, he had 
only six months to live. Then they 
decided to install a plastic heart valve 
—an altogether new departure in 
cardiac treatment at that time. 

Again his life was prolonged. That 
was six years ago, and Beekman is 
still working hard, directing the work 
of Wycliffe Bible Translators in Gua- 
temala. 

Meanwhile, the Chols are doing fine 
on their own. When Dr. Irwin Moon 
of the Moody Institute of Science 
visited the tribe earlier this year on a 
worldwide filming tour, he saw first- 
hand what the Christian faith meant 
to these people, who ten years ago 
were totally pagan. Moon watched 
thousands, for instance, gather for the 
dedication of their tithe—on this oc- 
casion a shipment of corn—as it was 
loaded onto a cargo plane for export. 

While many Chol hearts have been 
changed in a spiritual sense, Beekman, 
physically, still has his plastic heart 
valve. The Chols know about his con- 
dition, and have learned to listen fo: 
the click-click of each heart beat. 
Often a native meeting him will ask, 
“How is your heart today?” 

“Tt is well,’ Beekman will answer, 
“and how is your heart?” 

Then he will remind this questioner 
that only Jesus can restore the heart 
which bears the curse of sin.

For the Ohmans the terror of war 
was not over. Returning to Africa:on 
man, the Zam Zam after furlough in the 
eart United States, they were shelled by 
the Germans. The ship and all their 
possessions went down in the Atlantic, 
and they were taken prisoners of war. 
Ethiopians today are thankful for 
Ohman. Among the Walamos thou- 
sands know his name. Like Ohman, the 
Ethiopian church believes strongly 
in the Bible. Their hymns reveal how 
firmly they are convinced that Jesus 
is all the Bible claims Him to be. This 
seems to reflect Ohman’s groundwork 
among the original converts. 
Believing strongly in the indigenous 
church, Ohman also taught them or- 
ganization. Today they have their own 
well-organized churches, councils and 
annual conferences. They even send 
out their own missionaries. Great op- 
portunities are ahead for this matur- 
ing church, believes Ohman, now the 
Sudan Interior Mission’s field director 
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for nearly two million square miles of 
East Africa. He is confident that 
Ethiopia will be the Christian strong- 
hold on that part of the African con- 
tinent. 


KANSAS FARM TO 
KENYA’S CLOUDS 
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The speck in the African sky grew 
larger. Soon a Cessna 180 banked and 
glided in for a landing on an isolated, 
rocky plateau in Kenya’s northern 
frontier. Out of the plane stepped pilot 
Ernie Krenzin, 1956 Moody graduate, 
and a two-man survey team. The 
three men were staking site for Africa 
Inland Mission’s new hospital for the 
remote Turkana tribe. 

This was only one of Krenzin’s 
many missions with Missionary Avia- 
tion Fellowship. In the last two years 
he has covered a big chunk of East 
Africa in support of the missionary 
ground force. His duties range from 
flying an evangelist to baptismal serv- 
ices at a distant outpost to transport- 
ing food and medicine to an isolated 
mission station. During Billy Graham’s 
African Crusade, he flew the evan- 
gelist to Moshi, Tanganyika, for one 
of the largest gatherings of his cam- 
paign. 

Krenzin is a farmer turned mis- 
sionary. While driving a tractor back 
on a Kansas farm, he became aware 
that God was calling him to foreign 
missionary service. He and his wife 
decided to enroll at Moody Bible In- 
stitute. Krenzin, already a member of 
the Flying Farmers, entered Moody’s 
missionary aviation program after 
finishing the missionary course in 
1955. 

Before going to Kenya early this 
year, Krenzin had flown for two years 
over the swamplands of the Sudan, 
where in the rainy season it is almost 
impossible to land a plane. There he 
initiated use of a floatplane in Sudan’s 
missionary program, using the Nile 
and its tributaries as his runway. 

Flying conditions in Kenya, Krenzin 
found, were much different from those 
in the Sudan. Much of the terrain is 
mountainous. Not far from his base 
at Nairobi is 19,000-foot Mt. Kiliman- 
jaro. Lying almost on the equator, 
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giant thunderstorms form quickly in 
the unstable atmosphere. This often 
makes flying hazardous. 

Yet Krenzin doesn’t consider him- 
self in any sense a missionary hero, 
glamorous as his job may sometimes 
be. He is only one of many other mis- 
sionary pilots around the world. Aloft 
above the clouds he also knows that 
down below in Kenya, Uganda and 
Tanganyika over one thousand Prot- 
estant missionaries labor together in 
a gigantic task. As a flyer he gets 
around to many of them over a period 
of time, and he knows them. He shares 
their successes, their burdens, their 
loneliness, their joys, their disappoint- 
ments. 

“These,” he says, “are the real mis- 
sionary heroes of today.” 


UNDER FIRE 
IN COLOMBIA 





What is it like to serve the Lord in 
Colombia? Ask missionaries like Mr. 
and Mrs. Joe Butts or the Elof Ander- 
sons. (Mr. Butts shown above.) 

Veterans of nearly twenty years, 
these Moody-trained servants of God 
have known the rigors of Colombian 
persecution since 1949. Both Anderson 
and Butts have narrowly escaped 
death. On one occasion Anderson was 
arrested by local police, thrown in a 
filthy cell and kicked and beaten. 
Later he was fined for distributing 
“heretical” Sunday school quarterlies. 
His home has been ransacked, and his 
church and congregation stoned dur- 
ing services. One chapel has been 
burned. One night at a chapel Christ- 
mas program three bullets whistled 
over his head and thudded into the 
wall. 

Joe Butts has also faced terror. 
After opening an elementary school 
and inaugurating a Bible conference 
in the mountain village of E] Carmen, 
he was attacked by a mob armed with 
knives. Other missionaries who even- 
tually took over the work at El Car- 
men fared no better. They had to flee 
on foot when intense violence broke 
out in 1949. 

But this is not all the story. El Car- 
men saw no missionaries for ten years, 
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but when the Buttses returned there 
in 1959, they found the town had been 
transformed. Where once they had 
been threatened and stoned, there now 
were churches numbering from fifty 
to 150 believers. Scattered throughout 
the rural areas were many small con- 
gregations. By most El Carmen resi- 
dents today missionaries are warmly 
welcomed. 

Today the Buttses and the Ander- 
sons—with others of their kind—carry 
on. Despite heavy persecution, Prot- 
estants in Colombia have more than 
doubled in the last ten years, a monu- 
ment to God’s working through men 
and women of courage and dedication. 


















THEY SPEAK TO 
INDIA’S MILLIONS 







Every year foreign students come to 
Moody Bible Institute from abroad to 
train for Christian service in their 
home countries. Such students have 
the tremendous advantage of already 
knowing their own people—their lan- 
guage, their culture, the way they 
think. 

Take Ben and Iris Das. Ben was 
raised a Hindu. He was converted to 
Christianity through the influence of 
Christian servicemen while serving in 
the Indian navy. Concerned for his 
own countrymen who need the gospel, 
he resigned from the navy to study at 
Moody Bible Institute. His wife, with 
a nominal Christian background, was 
converted to Christ through the tes- 
timony of a missionary.

Ben 
became program director for the Far 
Eastern Broadcasting Company’s In- 
dian broadcasts. Ten Christian pro- 
grams a week originate from their 
studios in bustling New Delhi. The 
programs are released through Far 
Eastern’s DZAS in Manila. India does 
not allow privately-owned stations, 
and government-operated _ stations 
permit religious broadcasting only on 
special occasions. 

Ben and Iris also monitor all DZAS 
Christian programs originating in 
other parts of India.

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SOCIETY COED 
IN REMOTE CHINA 


Isobel Kuhn was known as one of 
the most popular and talented coeds 
in the University of British Columbia’s 
social whirl. That was in 1922. Seven 
years later she was penetrating the 
mountain jungles near the China- 
Burma border. For twenty-five years, 
far from the world of society in which 
she had once moved, she served with 
the China Inland Mission. 

Isobel had graduated with honors 
and was teaching school in Vancouver, 
B.C., when she decided to give God 
first place in her life. She entered 
Moody Bible Institute in 1925. Then 
the drive and stamina that had been 
pushing her toward a successful career 
projected her, instead, into the obliv- 
ion of southwest China, home of the 
remote Lisu tribe. 

Biographer Carolyn Canfield, in her 
book One Vision Only, writes that 
Isobel Kuhn demonstrated one of 
Christ’s greatest paradoxes, “...who- 
soever will lose his life for my sake, 
shall find it.” 

Isobel and her husband, John Kuhn, 
whom she had met at Moody, finally 
had to leave their work with the Lisu 
tribe in 1950. This was the year the 
Communist takeover forced the China 
Inland Mission to pull out of the coun- 
try Hudson Taylor had entered a 
hundred years before. Isobel and her 
six year old son were hastily ushered 
out over the high Pien Ma Pass— 
China’s back wall—into Burma. Her 
husband escaped a year and a half 
later. 

When the C.I.M. re-deployed its 
missionaries into other southeast 
Asian countries in late 1951, John and 
Isobel Kuhn pushed into pioneer work 
in Thailand. 

Stricken with cancer, Isobel had to 
return to the United States in 1954. 
She died in March, 1957. Yet in the 
last months of her life, confident of 
what lay ahead, she wrote what critics 
agree are the best of her several books, 
including Ascent to the Tribes and 
By Searching.

In seventy-five years, seventeen 
former students of Moody Bible In- 
stitute have died as martyrs in making 
Christ known to the ends of the earth. 

Ella Schenck was the first. She died 
with seven other missionaries in 1898 
when natives attacked a girls’ home of 
the United Brethren Church in Roti- 
funk, Sierra Leone, Africa. 

At the turn of the century the 
bloody Boxer Rebellion took the lives 
of two former students serving under 
the China Inland Mission. Hattie J. 
Rice was fatally beaten in flight from 
Shansi Province on July 13, 1900. One 
week later Josephine Desmond was 
killed by rioters in Chekiang Province. 
In 1905 an infuriated Chinese mob 
killed Eleanor Chesnut and five others 
in Lienchou, China. Miss Chesnut had 
served eleven years as a medical doc- 
tor under the United Presbyterian 
Board U.S.A. 

For the next twenty-three years 
hundreds of Moody graduates labored 
on foreign soil without one meeting 
death by violence. Then in 1928 ban- 
dits invaded a Chinese hostel in Fang- 
chen, China, and killed Robert E. 
Blomdahl. Two years later Indians at- 
tacked a mission station near Motto 
Grosso, Brazil, while its occupants 
were breakfasting. Their well-placed 
arrows killed Moody graduates Mil- 
dred P. Kratz—a nurse; Arthur F. Ty- 
lee; his small daughter, Marian, and 
three Indian Christians. Months later 
Hulda Jane Stumpf was brutally mur- 
dered at a mission station in Kijabe, 
Kenya Colony, Africa.

Bandits have killed four of the 
Moody martyrs—two of them from the 
class of ’28. In 1931 Nicaraguan ban- 
dits murdered Karl Bregenzer during 
a revolution. The next year bandits 
in China robbed and murdered Gustaf 
Tornvall while he was carrying funds 
to relieve a famine in Sian. 

Most famous of the martyrs are John 
and Betty Stam of the China Inland 
Mission. Communists took them into 
custody December 8, 1934, when they 
captured the small town of Tsingteh. 
The next day the Stams were bound 
with hands behind them and beheaded. 


Their three-month-old daughter, 
whom the mother had concealed in 
their house, was later found un- 


harmed. 

World War II brought new peril to 
missionaries in the Orient. Signe 
Erickson was beheaded with eleven 
missionaries and five other Americans 
in 1943 on the island of Panay, Philip- 
pines. Also killed were Erle F. Rounds, 
his wife and son. The missionaries had 
hidden out in a mountain cave for 
eight months before discovery. 

In 1948 bandits killed Esther Nord- 
lund at a roadblock between Siangu- 
ang and Kingchow, China. In 1949 
Mrs. Edwin Cozzens, official hostess 
for the United Presbyterian mission 
home at Elat, Camerouns, Africa, was 
fatally beaten. 

Just five years ago this month on 
September 21, 1956, Ancel E. Allen, 
missionary pilot, became the seven- 
teenth martyr. His plane was shot 
down during a mission over Mexico.

IN THE STUDY 


Some Surveys of Modern Archaeological Discoveries 


In this day when archaeological dis- 
coveries are multiplying so rapidly 
and are in danger of being confused, 
my readers might appreciate a short 
account of the major historical sur- 
veys of archaeological discoveries 
since the late nineteenth century. 

I shall not attempt to list all the 
books bearing upon archaeology and 
the Bible, but only those which at- 
tempt to give a history of archaeolog- 
ical exploration, and those which focus 
upon a specific geographical area. 

For a solid historical background by 
a distinguished English scholar, I call 
attention to a truly monumental work, 
History and Historians in the Nine- 
teenth Century, by Dr. G. P. Gooch, 
first published in 1913. It contains a 
concise, adequate survey of archaeo- 
logical discoveries up to that time. 
For The Ancient East, see pages 417- 
440; and for Greece and Byzantium, 
pages 441-458. 

In the second edition (1952), the 
aging author acknowledged that “the 
task of continuing the survey through 
the first half of the twentieth century 
on the same scale must be left to 


younger hands.” Nevertheless, he does 
give a brief account—in a new chap- 
ter—of the more recent discoveries in 
Egypt and Syria. He makes the inter- 
esting statement: “Excavations in 
Palestine continue to be disappoint- 
ing...” He would not have said this, 
of course, five years later. 

To my knowledge, the first compre- 
hensive survey of our subject pub- 
lished in this century is A Century of 
Archaeological Discoveries, by the 
late Professor A. Michaelis of the Uni- 
versity of Strassburg. Here the Ger- 
man excavations perhaps are given a 
larger portion of attention than they 
may have warranted. Nevertheless, 
the book has always been considered 
of primary importance. Published in 
the U. S. by Dutton, 1908, it is well 
illustrated. A superb chronological 
table of twelve pages lists—year by 
year—the important archaeological 
excavations, the great books written 
in this field and the important dis- 
coveries of outstanding archaeologists. 

A work written specifically to relate 
these discoveries to the Bible is the 
well-known volume, Archaeology and 


the Bible, by Professor George A. 
Barton. First issued in Philadelphia in 
1916, it went through numerous edi- 
tions down to 1937. The next year a 
somewhat similar work was published 
which drew wide praise—The New 
Archaeological Discoveries by Dr. 
Camden Cobern. In its eighth edition 
(1928) it extended to over 700 pages. 
Both of these volumes are still very 
worthwhile. 

In 1930, R. V. D. Magoffin, president 
of the Archaeological Institute of 
America, and E. C. Davis published a 
well-written work, Magic Spades: the 
Romance of Archaeology. It is elabor- 
ately illustrated and has two invalu- 
able appendices—one on “Museums 
and Their Best Archaeological Ob- 
jects,” and the other on “Excavations 
and Publications,” listed chronolog- 
ically from 1506-1929. 

In 1959 Dr. Glyn E. Daniel of Cam- 
bridge University published A Hun- 
dred Years of Archaeology. This con- 
tains the finest survey of modern 
archaeological work I know of from a 
professional standpoint. A ten-page 
appendix, “Chronological Table of

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Main Events, 1840-1940,” incorporates 
important writings on each of the ex- 
cavations down through the years. A 
seven-page bibliography follows. I 
would call the book indispensable. 
Everyone probably knows of the 
book that appeared in 1954, God’s 
Graves and Scholars, the Story of 
Archaeology, by a German writer, C. 
W. Ceram. This volume has had a 
heavy sale in Germany, and I believe 





there have been over 200,000 copies of | 


the English edition sold. The index is 
unusually full. The plates are ad- 
equate and there is a good bibliog- 
raphy. The same author has since 
issued another volume, A Picture His- 
tory of Archaeology, published in 
London in 1958. 

Another one I should mention is 
History Unveiled, by Sir Leonard 
Woolley, one of the greatest of mod- 
ern archaeologists. It carries the sub- 
title, “A Survey of Eighteen Archaeo- 
logical Sites Throughout the World.” 
Published in London, 1958, it is fab- 
ulously illustrated. 


I SHALL now focus upon archaeolog- 
ical histories relating to the historical 
narratives of Scripture. Some of these 
are to be found in the works I’ve al- 
ready mentioned. 

Probably the best of more recent 
works is The Bible and Archaeology, 
by the late Sir Frederic Kenyon, for 
many years director and principal 
librarian of the British Museum. Pub- 
lished in 1940 by Harpers, it is a stand- 
ard work that contains a map of ex- 
cavation sites in the Near East. 

William Albright wrote his well- 
known Archaeology of Palestine and 
the Bible in 1932 (fully revised, 1960) 
and published a similar volume in 
1955—Recent Discoveries in Bible 
Lands. Albright, of course, is the 


great final authority for almost all | 


students of archaeology in the Near 
East, and it is not necessary for me to 
belabor these indispensable works. 

Here should be included a smaller 
but informing volume, The Bearing of 
Archaeology on the Old Testament, by 
Dr. George L. Robinson, New York, 
1941. 

A rather brilliant survey of basic 
excavations will be found in Biblical 
Archaeology, by G. Ernest Wright, 
Westminster Press, 1957. 

An exhaustive survey of archaeo- 
logical discoveries throughout the

Please send me information and rates for 
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Europe to Greece, Turkey, Syria, Jor- 
dan, Israel and Persia. There are two 
chapters on Iraq and one each on 
Egypt, the Sudan, North Africa, India, 
Russia, China and the Americas. The 
value of the book is enhanced by its 
index. For me, personally, there are 
two serious shortcomings which could 
be rectified in a second edition. There 
is no legend attached to each of the 
fifty-eight excellent plates indicating 
where the discoveries they illustrate 
are described in the text. And often 
when the text describes what the 
plates illustrate, there is no indication 
on what plate number it might be. 
There also is no bibliography, and 
there are almost no footnotes. In spite 
of these shortcomings, the work is so 
superbly done that I personally intend 
to use it as a guide for all archaeo- 
logical excavations in which I am in- 
terested—especially those of the Near 
East. One cannot help but wonder 
what new facts about ancient civiliza- 
tions will be incorporated in a volume 
similar to this after another fifteen 
years. I commend this book. 


There has come to my desk a book 
that I trust will have a wide circula- 
tion, Archaeology and the Bible, by 
Dr. G. Frederick Owen, who has spent 
many seasons at archaeological sites 
in the Near East. Published by Flem- 
ing H. Revell, this book is the ripe 
fruit of many studies. What I like 
especially is its biographical detail on 
archaeologists, including the earlier 
ones who are not so well known today. 
It contains excellent bibliographic 
notes, a thorough index and a good 
bibliography. The illustrations are 
helpful. I only regret that Dr. Owen 
did not include Wiseman’s remarkable 
decipherment of the cuneiform tablet 
describing Nebuchadnezzar’s destruc- 
tion of Jerusalem, and the latest ex- 
cavations of Hazor. Nevertheless, the 
book is a superb guide to the vast field 
of Near East exploration in relation to 
the Scriptures. 


Palestinian archaeology: There is no 
complete survey of excavations in 
Palestine that brings one up to date. 
Probably none will be written for a 
few years, because of the heavy 
archaeological exploration going on in 
that land at the present time. The 
finest survey in English thus far is 
A Century of Exploration in Pales- 
tine, by Dr. R. A. S. Macalister, at one 
time director of excavations for the 
Palestine Exploration Fund. Pub- 
lished by Revell in 1925, it is superbly 
illustrated and has an excellent index. 


In 1935 Dr. William Albright pub- 
lished his standard work, The Ar- 
chaeology of Palestine and the Bible, 
with its sixty pages of supplementary 
notes. In 1959, in the Penguin series,

I am not giving here any biblio- 
graphic material on the Dead Sea 
Scrolls, as I have often commented on 
this subject in previous issues. 

One will find a great deal of valu- 
able and sometimes exciting material 
in the biographies of archaeologists 
such as Layard, Rawlinson, Sir Flind- 


ers Petrie, Sayce and Woolley. Then | 


there are those famous men who have 
excavated on the island of Crete, at 
Troy, and at other places which do 
not bear directly upon the biblical 
narratives. Therefore, I have not at- 
tempted to include them in this sur- 
vey. Neither have I attempted to list 
the books that deal with archaeology 
and the Bible, but which do not at- 
tempt to survey historically the prog- 
ress of archaeology in these areas— 
for instance, the excellent books by 
Free, Unger and others. 

Babylon and Assyria: The earliest 
important volume covering excava- 
tions in Mesopotamia was the large, 
elaborately illustrated work by H. V. 
Hilprecht, Explorations in _ Bible 
Lands, 1903. Along with this, one 
should read pages 1-265 in the first 
volume of Professor R. W. Rogers’ 
History of Babylonia and Assyria, 
fourth ed., 1900. The most up-to-date 
authoritative volume on this subject 
is Foundations in the Dust: A Story of 
Mesopotamian Exploration, Oxford 
University Press, 1947. 

Asia Minor: At the beginning of this 
century the outstanding authority on 
the history and archaeology. of Asia 
Minor was Sir William Mitchell Ram- 
say, whose writings are still indis- 
pensable for a study of this area— 
especially his Historical Geography of 
Asia Minor, London, 1890. But in the 
last fifty years many sites have been 
identified and explored for the first 
time, and more recent literature 
should be consulted. For some account 
of these amazing discoveries see C. W. 
Ceram’s The Secret of the Hittites, 
New York, 1956, and the earlier works 
by John Garstang — especially his 
Land of the Hittites, 1910. Also of 
value are Sir Leonard Woolley’s 
Digging Up the Past, Penguin Books, 
1952, and the authoritative writings 
of H. H. van der Osten, published by 
the Oriental Institute of the Univer- 
sity of Chicago. 

I have not included the archaeolog- 
ical work of Egypt in this series. 
While extensive and most interesting, 
Egypt does not have as direct a rela- 
tion to Biblical history as these other 
areas.

i.e. non-sacrificial beasts, ‘only be sure 
that thou eat not the blood; for the 
blood is the soul, and thou mayest not 
eat the soul with the flesh. Thou shalt 
not eat of it; thou shalt pour it upon 
the earth like water. The eating of 
blood was, on this account, considered 
sin (I Sam. 14:32), punished in the 
prophetic ages (Ezek. 33:25), and 
even forbidden by the Apostles (Acts 
15:20-29; 21-25). Hence moral qual- 
ities are applied to the blood, con- 
sidered as the soul (Ps. 94:21, Matt. 
23:35). 

“The language of Scripture is physi- 
ologically true, since (1) the efficiency 
of the body depends on the quantity 
of the blood; the blood is the basis of 
physical life; and so far, the soul, as 
the principle of bodily life, is pre-emi- 
nently in the blood; (2) the blood is 
also the original material from which, 
in the embryonic state, the human or- 
ganism is developed.

MAKERS OF RELIGIOUS FREEDOM IN THE SEVENTEENTH CENTURY

HRISTIANS are again indebted to 

4 Bishop Loane of Sydney, Aus- 
tralia, biographer of the eighteenth 
century evangelicals of Cambridge 
and Oxford. In this book he extends 
his research back to four great leaders 
for religious freedom in the seven- 
teenth century—Alexander Hender- 
son, Samuel Rutherford, John Bunyan 
and Richard Baxter. 

His biographical studies of these 
men depict the struggle in Scotland 
between the English royal state and 
the Presbyterians, and also the trou- 
bles of the Puritans in England. 

Alexander Henderson rallied Scotch 
Presbyterians by the National Coven- 
ant. Samuel Rutherford, like Hender- 
son also a member of the Westminster 


Grand Rapids, 233 pages, $4.00) 


Assembly of 1643, was Presbyterian 
Scotland’s great preacher and scholar. 
Both John Bunyan, who produced his 
Pilgrim’s Progress in jail, and Richard 
Baxter, a Puritan Episcopalian also 
jailed, suffered under the restored 
Stuarts for, asserting freedom of con- 
science. 

Rich with footnoted material, the 
book evinces deep spiritual insight 
into the godly, scholarly and cou- 


rageous lives of these leaders. The | 
reader is impressed with the provi- | 
dential preparation of these men for | 


their life tasks. Their problems were 
similar to those facing many Chris- 
tians in totalitarian states today. For 
this reason the book has special con- 
temporary signifiance.—Earl E. Cairns 


More Questions and Answers 


DEAR DOCTOR: I HAVE A PROB- 
LEM, by M. R. De Haan (Radio 
Bible Class, Grand Rapids, 273 
pages, $3.00) 

HIS book is a worthy sister volume 

to Dr. De Haan’s popular earlier 
volume, 508 Answers to Bible Ques- 
tions. In warm, conversational tone 
the author gives his solutions to spir- 
itual problems that reflect the concern 
of hundreds of questioners. The aver- 
age Christian should find much help 
from its pages. 

No doubt some disagreement exists 
in several areas touched by the book. 
A few answers reflect lack of familiar- 
ity with the original biblical lan- 
guages. For example, it is said that 
angels are masculine because “they 
are always spoken of in the masculine 
gender.” Yet the meaningless of 


gender is illustrated by the replies to 
questions 239 (reasoning that Israel 
is masculine) and 273 (reasoning that 
Israel is a travailing woman). 

Perhaps the few questions answered 
with little or no information (e. g. 274) 
could best be omitted. 

While unapologetically stating his 





own opinion, the author is careful at | 


the same time to show a most chari- 
table, non-argumentative attitude to- 
ward differences of opinion in non- 
essential matters. One of the best ex- 
amples of this reads: 

“Every one is entitled to his own 
personal opinion. I believe that we 
ought to hold our own opinion in per- 
fect charity and love, and never make 
it the basis of argument. Some day we 
shall know and understand all these 
things fully.”—Roger D. Congdon

A COMMENTARY ON THE EPIS- 
TLE OF JUDE, by Richard Wolff 
(Zondervan, Grand Rapids, 150 
pages, $2.50) 

Born of Jewish parents in Germany, 
the author formerly served under the 
Belgian Gospel Mission and presently 
is with the Back to the Bible Broad- 
cast. His word-by-word exposition of 
a little known epistle is comprehen- 
sive and thorough.

Yet the author’s skill in 
the use of the original languages, his 
comprehensive bibliography and his 
concise treatment make the book very 
understandable and _ useful.

$1.95). An attractive baby book with 
good Christian emphasis. Besides 
space for usual statistics about the 
baby, there is a place for entries con- 
cerning spiritual development. In- 
spirational prayers and meditations 
are included. 


THE SELECT WORKS OF JONA- 
THAN EDWARDS, VOLUME III 
(The Banner of Truth Trust, London, 
382 pages, 15s). A thought-provoking 
treatise on “The Religious Affections” 
by a noted American theologian 
and revivalist (1703-1758). Edwards 
argues that true religion consists 
largely in affections such as love, hope, 
joy, etc. Much of his volume revolves 
around how we can distinguish the 
affections accompanying true conver- 
sion from those which are merely the 
superficial emotions of an unregen- 
erate nature. 


THE GOSPEL OF MARK, by Ralph 
Earle (Baker Book House, Grand 
Rapids, 119 pages, $2.50). Not a com- 
mentary in the ordinary meaning of 
the term, but valuable to one who 
wishes to preach on the Gospel of 
Mark. Each chapter centers in a main 
verse, with a study of the historical 
setting, expository meaning, doctrinal 
value, practical aim and homiletical 
form. 


MOSES THE LAW-GIVER, and 
JOSEPH THE PRIME MINISTER, by 
William M. Taylor (Baker Book 
House, Grand Rapids, 482 pages, 241 
pages, $2.95 each). Excellent biog- 
raphies of Bible characters. First 
issued in 1886. This type of work is 
seen so little in modern productions. 
It is scholarly, scriptural and readable. 
The author was a Scottish minister 
who for twenty years was pastor of 
Broadway Tabernacle, New York 
City. 


THE EPISTLE TO THE HE- 
BREWS, by Thomas Hewitt (Volume 
15 in the TYNDALE BIBLE COM- 
MENTARIES series). While not exe- 
getical or homiletical, this is a verse 
by verse commentary. As such it is 
worthy of a place in any student’s 
library. One senses that the author 
has much more to say but is deliber- 
ately limiting himself to a compara- 
tively small amount of space. It is 
reverent, Christ-honoring and evan- 
gelical throughout.

Keep in Mind 

As time went on, Paul became more 
than an itinerant preacher of the gos- 
pel. He was the hub and center of a 
movement—a veritable living “head- 
quarters.” To keep contact with the 
various localities touched by his min- 
istry, he maintained lines of communi- 
cation. His staff of helpers consisted 
of mobile units, ready to take off to 
any point where trouble was develop- 
ing, or where follow-up work was 
needed; and he was continually re- 
ceiving reports from those cities where 
he had planted the gospel. 

Timothy and Titus were two of the 
chief apostolic helpers. They were 
very different in their dispositions. 
Timothy strikes one as rather a sensi- 
tive soul, deeply devoted, but lacking 
some of the more rugged qualities of 
the great apostle. Titus, on the other 
hand, has the characteristics of a real 
trouble shooter. He was not afraid of 
a rough-and-tumble situation, but 
could jump into it and soon make an 
impact. God’s servants are not all 
after the same pattern on the human 
level, but the remarkable thing is that 
all this variety of human traits can be 
wrought into the likeness of Christ. 
Being like Christ is not an assembly 
line affair. We are hand-wrought 
products on the wheel of the master 
Potter. 


Consider These Points 

1. Titus the test case (Gal. 2:3). 
Students differ as to which of the 
apostle’s historic visits to Jerusalem is 
described in the second chapter of 
Galatians. It reads very much like a 
sidelight on the fifteenth chapter of 
Acts. I wonder why Paul took Titus 
with him. He knew the question of 
the circumcision of the Gentiles would 
be discussed. It seems like a defiant 
act, as much as to say, “There is a 
product of our Gentile evangelization, 
and I dare you to subject him to cir- 
cumcision.” At any rate, the marks

of Christ were so evident in this Greek 
that he was a living denial of the need 
for Jewish rites. The apostle was will- 
ing to make a test case of him. He 
presented him as Exhibit A. Here is 
what the grace of God was doing 
among the Gentiles. Could circum- 
cision improve the product? Some die- 
hard Judaizers might still insist on 
the rite, but the church saw the force 
of Paul’s position and refused to lay 
any further burden on this manifestly 
God-accepted Gentile. 

2. Titus the stewardship secretary 
(II Cor. 8:6, 16, 17). As I write this, I 
am thinking of a good brother who is 
now with the Lord. W. C. Senior was 
the minister of stewardship in the 
Baptist Convention of Ontario and 
Quebec. His work was to do in the 
Baptist churches what Titus was sent 
to do in the church in Corinth—‘“to 
perfect in you this grace also.” I re- 
member his gracious but unequivocal 
presentations of Christian stewardship 
and of the place of money in that 
stewardship. It was not an easy task, 
for in too many cases the grace of God 
has not been allowed to reach the bill- 
fold. The Macedonian Christians were 
more responsive in this area than the 
Corinthian Christians, so Titus was 
sent on his stewardship errand. Titus 
was neither hesitant nor apologetic 
about it. I think Timothy would have 
suffered in such an assignment, but 
Titus relished it (v. 17). I wish we 
could have a report of Titus’ campaign. 
It might help us today. 

3. Titus the church administrator 
(Titus 1:4-11). The New Testament 
tells us nothing about Paul’s ministry 
in Crete, except that he left Titus 
there. This was another stiff assign- 
ment. The Cretans were notorious 
for their gluttony, laziness and deceit. 
The Christians were not altogether 
free of these vices, and it was going 
to take sharp treatment to awaken 
them to the evil of their old practices, 
and to establish a church that would 
be an honor to the Lord. The appoint- 
ing of elders would itself be a grave 
responsibility, calling for a careful 
scrutiny and sifting of candidates. The 
letter to Titus reveals how far these 
Cretan believers had to go in apply- 
ing Christian principles to all areas 
and relationships of life, and it was the 
task of Titus to press these truths 
home. Many a church today needs a 
Titus in the pulpit. But every Titus

Keep in Mind 

We can no more than conjecture 
that this little gem of an epistle was 
written from Ephesus, since that was 
the center of the apostle John’s activi- 
ties in his latter years. Evidently there 
had been trouble in one of the 
churches of the circuit. Diotrephes 
(evidently a layman, for John exhorts 
the layman Gaius not to imitate him) 





had seized control of the church and | 


was defying even the disciplinary ac- 
tions of the apostle. Jealous of his own 
position, this Diotrephes would not 
even receive messengers from John. 
He was even undertaking to excom- 
municate those who favored accepting 
the messengers. John, therefore, was 
contemplating a visit to this particu- 
lar church to deal with this situation. 
The purpose of this letter apparently 
is to communicate all this to his friend 
Gaius, but the happy feature of the 
letter is the glimpse we have of Gaius 
himself. It would be unwise to seek 
any identity between this Gaius and 
the Gaius to whom Paul refers as “my 
host” (Rom. 16:23). John’s friend ap- 
pears almost a generation later, and in 
Asia Minor rather than in Greece. 


Consider These Points 

1. Witness to thy truth (v. 3). Of 
how many of us would it have to be 
said that if our physical and financial 
health corresponded to our spiritual 
health, we would be invalids and pau- 
pers! But here is a man for whom the 
apostle John can wish nothing better 
than that his health and prosperity 
match his spiritual condition. Surely 
here would be a Christian worth 
knowing. Perhaps we lag behind spir- 
itually because we are more concerned 
about our physical and material well- 
being than we are about the state of 
our soul.

“as truth is in Jesus.” For one thing, 
the truth of the gospel of Christ was in | 
him. He had opened mind and heart | 
to receive it. He had cherished it, he | 
had meditated upon it, he had hid it 
in his heart like the psalmist before 
him and counted it more than his nec- | 
essary food. But that was not the end. 
The truth was not something merely 
academic or sentimental for him. It 
was something to live by. His daily! 
walk was determined by it. He was) 
“walking in the truth,” and it was this | 
that gave such joy to the aged apostle. 
The truth was being translated into | 
conduct in this beloved friend of his, 
and he watched this living unfolding 
of the truth with greater delight than 
the gardener knows in watching the 
bursting of his favorite rose.

Gaius was a man of love | 
as well as truth, expressing his love in 
unremitting hospitality. No believer 


ever came to the home of Gaius and | 
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remained a stranger. Especially min-| ¥: 


isters of the Word found a welcome, | : 


so that when they continued on their | 


journeys they could not but report 


the love of this godly layman. John , 


encouraged this hospitality, reminding 
Gaius that these ministers, laboring | 
in Gentile areas, must draw their sup- | 
port from believers, since they could 
not and would not look to the unbe- | 
lieving world for their sustenance. 
Supporting these missionaries made 
Gaius —and others like him — par-| 
ticipants in their work, “fellow-work- 
ers with the truth,” as John expresses | 
it. I remember the Shantymen mis-| 
sionaries who used to stop off at our) 
home in Sault Ste Marie on their way | 


|to the northern lumber and mining 


camps. I could not have engaged in 
their rugged toil, but we felt we had 
a part in their labors by offering the 
hospitality of our home and minister- 
ing as we could to their necessities.

How thankful we should be that 
the Greek Theophilus had a doctor 
friend who was interested in his spir- 
itual welfare as well as his physical 
welfare! For Luke’s Gospel is the 
| product of a physician’s concern for 
| his friend’s enlargement and confirma- 
tion in the knowledge of the truth of 
Christ. But what Luke intended for 
Theophilus, the Holy Spirit designed 
for the whole church. 

The third Gospel has been regarded 
as the Gospel of the humanity of 
Christ. This does not mean that His 
deity is ignored, but that the human- 
ity is more completely portrayed. In 
keeping with this, we not only have 
| here the fullest account of the birth, 
but our only glimpse into the boyhood 
|of Jesus. Without this incident we 
| should have thirty years of unbroken 
silence. The value of this passage, 
however, lies not simply in its his- 
torical content, but in the spiritual 
lessons which abound in it for us. 





Consider These Points 

Our passage opens and closes with 
a statement concerning the growth of 
Jesus (vv. 40, 52). In each case a 
threefold development is indicated— 
physical, intellectual and spiritual. In 
| verse 40 the words “in spirit” are 
| omitted by many authorities. In verse 
|52 some see a fourfold growth, with 
social advance included (“favour with 
/men”). 

There is a difference between the 
growth of verse 40 and that of verse 
52. In verse 40 it is spontaneous, ef- 
fortless growth, like that of a flower 
or a little child. Indeed the word for 
child here is the diminutive form, and 
the verb is most appropriate for that 
stage of development. In verse 52, 
however, the growth is more marked 
by effort. The verb used here sug- 
gests a person cutting a way forward 











| for himself, as a man would do through

a repudiation of law-righteousness. 
Paul recognized that, so that all his 
boasted claims to righteousness be- 
came as street sweepings in his eyes. 

(b) Life in Christ. The believer re- 
ceives the gift of life. It is a life to be 
lived. It can be lived only as the risen 
Christ lives in us. But He can live 
His risen life in us only as we par- 
ticipate in His death. All that is in- 
volved in a participation in the suffer- 
ing and death of Christ, Paul counted 
infinitely worthwhile for the sake of 
that abundant life in Christ. He giadly 
suffered the loss of all things for a 
life that would come to its culmination 
and fullness in resurrection glory. 

2. How to evaluate progress (vv. 
12-17). Progress is good. But when 
ve begin to admire our progress, we 
have ceased to progress. We must not 
allow our progress to get us into bond- 
age. The apostle knew how to evalu- 
ate progress: 


(a) In view of the divine purpose. 
Christ had laid hold of him back there 
on the Damascus Road. That appre- 
hension was purposeful. Christ had 
something to accomplish in and 
through this erstwhile persecutor, 
and Paul was determined not to fall 


short of that divine purpose. Progress 
there may have been, but he dared 
not contemplate that so long as at- 
tainment had not been reached. A 
runner is not thinking how far he has 
run, but how far he still has to run. 
If Paul from his Roman prison had 
to confess, “I have not yet attained,” 
we had better not boast of our attain- 
ments. 

(b) In view of the heavenly goal. 
Our English phrase, “But this one 
thing I do,” has dignity and resolve, 
but it loses the excitement, the dra- 
matic staccato of the Greek, impossible 
to reproduce. The eager runner has 
no time to think of the track behind 
him. He stretches himself to every 
forward movement. He is_ bearing 
down on the goal with all the force 
of body and mind. That is the pic- 
ture. The goal and the prize can hardly 
be separated. It is Christ Himself, and 
it is ultimate likeness to Him. While 
that is still before us, it is too early 
to talk about attainment.

Consider These Points 

1. The sanctity of the law (vv. 17- 
20). He who came as the bearer of 
grace here proclaims the inviolability 


of the law. Men indeed may break the | 


law of God in the sense of disobeying 
it, but they cannot destroy it nor re- 
voke it. The retributive arm of the 
law will always repair and honor the 
ethical arm. We cannot play fast and 
loose with the law, insofar as it re- 
veals the will of God for us. True, the 
law will not save us, just as it did 
not save the scribes and the Phari- 
sees, whose pursuit of righteousness 
in the law came so far short that Jesus 
had to call the worst of them hypo- 
crites, while the best of them re- 
quired nothing short of a new birth. 
How wonderful that God provides, in 
Christ, the righteousness which He 
demands! 

2. The sanctity of human life (vv. 
21-26). Some of these items are not 
in our lesson portion, but they should 
be noted. The point to underscore 
is a condition 
of the heart, and God will not receive 
an offering of us while murder resides 
in the heart. 

3. The sanctity of the marriage re- 
lation (vv. 27-32). Again notice the 
inwardness of the law. Lust in the 
heart is adultery. The marriage tie is 
intended to be for life, and anything 
short of that arises out of and leads 
to sin. 

4, The sanctity of speech (vv. 33- 
37). A man who needs to fortify his 
word with an oath thereby admits that 
his word is not reliable—in other 
words, he is a liar. Official oaths are 
necessary because men are such liars, 
and the truthful have to suffer the 
indignity of being put on oath along 
with the untruthful. A man whose 
“word is as good as his oath” does 
not have to spice or strengthen his 
statements and promises with oaths. 


5. The superiority of grace (vv. 38- 
42). The law allows “an eye for an 
eye and a tooth for a tooth,” but that 
is not to say we must demand equal 
retaliation for every wrong done to 
us. Non-resistance, going the second 
mile, giving without hope of return— 
these are marks of grace and are the 
weapons by which grace wins its 
triumphs. These are not instructions 
for legislators as such, nor a sug- 
gestion that the law should drop its

Otherwise we are no better than com- 
mon sinners, and certainly are not 
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true sons of the God whose love ex- | 
tends to a world of sinners.

+ IRONICALLY, what the ecumenical 

movement is trying to achieve is al- 

ready a reality. The true Church, 

which is the real body of Christ, is | 
composed of everyone who has been | 
born into the family of God. These, | 
whether in heaven or on earth, have | 
been baptized into one body by the | 
Spirit of God. They may not agree on | 
every point in theology. But they have | 
that unity, springing from a super-| 
natural work of God, which has made | 
them one in Christ Jesus. It is net at | 
all necessary that they should have an | 
organizational unity. Their unity is a 

spiritual one, which will continue for- | 
ever in God’s program for the Church. 

What is this program? For one | 
thing, it is revealed that Christ will | 
come again to take the Church out of | 
the world. The Word says that the 
dead in Christ shall be raised, the 
living Christians translated, and all 
will be caught up together into the 
presence of the Lord. This is not ac- 
complished by a church council. 

It is worth noting that this “blessed 
hope” is generally disregarded by 
those in the ecumenical movement. 
With the fulfillment of this hope, how- 
ever, the program of God for His 
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| Church will have been brought to an 
end. In this program a_ worldwide 
church organization is not essential. 


+ THE question arises: If the true 
Church is raptured at the coming of 
the Lord, what will become of the 
organized church, the superchurch, 
which remains, which will then be 
composed entirely of unsaved people? 
This question can be answered by ex- 
amining the dual programs for the 
church as they are revealed in the 
Bible. 
One of them, as we have said, is the 
| program for the true Church, a pro- 
gram which issues in the rapture. The 
| other is the program for the organized 
church—that which we may call 
| Christendom. Concerning the end of 
| Christendom the Bible speaks unmis- 
| takably. It will end in apostasy and 
departure from the faith. 
Concerning this apostasy such pas- 
| sages as II Peter 2 and 3, I Timothy 
| 4:1-3 and the book of Jude speak at 
length. Revelation 17 gives the final 
word. Here the church is pictured as 
a harlot, with the title “mystery, 
Babylon the great, the mother of 
| harlots and abominations of the earth.” 
She is further described (Rev. 17:6) 
as the “woman drunken with the blood 
of the saints, and with the blood of the 
martyrs of Jesus.” 
Orthodox Chrisiianity has long rec- 
ognized this as the portrait of Chris- 
tendom in its ultimate apostate form. 
| One gathers from this passage that the 
| ecumenical movement will finally be 
“successful.” But this is after the true 
Church is taken out of the world and 
| convinced evangelical Christians are 
no longer present to hinder its con- 
summation. At that time all church 
groups will have banded together into 
one superchurch. 
The superchurch arising after the 
rapture, however, is not the final form 
of world apostasy. According to Rev- 
| elation 17, the harlot representing the 
| apostate church shall be destroyed by 

“the beast,” the world government of 
| the time of the future “sreat tribula- 
| tion.” In Revelation 17:16 is_ this 
prophetic word: “The ten horns which 
thou sawest upon the beast, these shall 
hate the whore, and shall make her 
desolate and naked, and shall eat her 
flesh, and burn her with fire.” The 
divine commentary on their action is 
given in the next verse: “For God 
hath put in their hearts to fulfill his 
will, and to agree, and give thei! 
kingdom unto the beast, until the 
| words of God shall be fulfilled.” 

Judging by other portions of Scrip- 
| ture (such as Daniel 11:36-38 and 
| 





Revelation 13:6-8), the superchurch 
| will be superseded by a worship of 
| the world ruler during the time of the 
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great tribulation. This man will be 
Satan’s masterpiece, Satan’s substitute 
for Christ who alone has the right to 
rule over this world. 

In this manner the Word presents 


in broad outline God’s program for | 


the future as it relates to the ecumen- 
ical movement as well as to the judg- 
ment of God upon apostasy in its 
final form. 


+ EvancELicaL Christians today face 
many practical problems both in the 
churches at home and on the mission 
field. These problems relate directly 
to their own decision concerning the 
ecumenical movement. It should be 
obvious to anyone that the movement 
in its present form is designed to pro- 
mote centralization of ecclesiastical 
power. Its obvious intent is to take 
decisions out of the hand of the local 
church, its membership and its pastor, 
and to place them in the hands of some 
central ecclesiastical body. 

It follows that if all the churches of a 
given community were banded in one 
super organization and a central body 
set up to make decisions, the local 
churches would lose their individual 
authority. This being the case, they 
would not have the right to select their 
own pastors, designate their mis- 
sionary funds or choose their own 
theological base. They would not even 
own their property; it would belong 
to the super church of which they 
were a part. 

With only a little discernment, any 
evangelical Christian can see what de- 
vasting results such super organiza- 
tion would bring to any local testi- 
mony which considers the Bible as 
the Word of God and attempts to with- 
stand the drift away from biblical 
Christianity. 

What is our conclusion, then? It is 
this: In view of the character of the 
ecumencial movement and its ulti- 
mate end as revealed in the Word, 
evangelical Christians should have 
nothing to do with it. At the same 
time, we should be slow to judge those 
who think differently about this 
matter. 

Two things seem to be clear: First, 
any compromise with the ecumenical 
movement by evangelicals will ulti- 
mately destroy their own testimony. 
Second, the body of evangelical be- 
lievers engaged in proclaiming the 
gospel to every creature must ac- 


complish this work, both now and in | 


the future, outside the ecumenical 
movement. 

To remain separate will no doubt be 
difficult, and increasingly so with the 
passing of time. But may Ged give 
us grace to do His will in the matter, 
and the wisdom to stand without com- 
promise in these difficult days. ENp

HAPTERS 20 and 21 claim our atten- 

tion in this final unit. The book 
almost seems to come to a close at the 
end of Chapter 20. That is the reason 
the last chapter is commonly called 
the Epilogue. However, the book 
would not really be complete without 
Chapter 21. In it we see the risen 
Christ directing His servants, and we 
find the attestation of the authorship 
of the book. 

We have seen, in the previous unit, 
that the facts of Christ’s death and 
burial are part of the gospel—the good 
news of salvation. But the gospel is 
incomplete without the resurrection 
(I Corinthians 15:3, 4). The Lord 
Jesus had said that He had power to 
lay down His life and power to take it 
again (John 10:18). His taking it 
back again, in resurrection, is the 
ultimate proof that all His claims were 
true. Christianity stands or falls on 
the resurrection of Jesus Christ from 
the dead. Yes, it stands, because He 
did rise (compare I Corinthians 
15:12-20; Romans 10:9). 

The resurrection story furnishes a 
good example of the complementary 
character of the Gospels one to an- 
other. A casual reader might suppose 
that there were discrepancies, but 
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Christianity stands or falls 
on the resurrection. Why not spend 
a few moments now to examine 


one Gospel writer’s account of this great event?

careful study will show the harmony 
of the whole. Needless to say, John 
does not list all the appearances of the 
Lord Jesus after His resurrection. 


+ Mary Magdalene (20:1) has been 
mentioned only once previously in 
John. She was one of those standing 
by the cross (19:25). She is identified 
only briefly in Luke 8:2, 3 as one who 
had been delivered by the Lord Jesus 
from demon-possession and as one of 
the godly women who helped support 
the ministry of the Lord and His dis- 
ciples. It was she who discovered the 
stone rolled away and notified Peter 
and John (20:2). 

The actions of the two men on 
this occasion seem to be characteristic 
of them. Peter is the more impul- 
sive: John the more contemplative 
(20: 4-8). Although the disciples must 


have been familiar with the Old 
Testament, and although the Lord

Jesus on several occasions had fore- 
told not only His death but also His 
resurrection, they still did not under- 
stand. Only illumination by the 
Spirit of God could make the truth 
real to them: “For as yet they knew 
not the scripture, that he must rise 
again from the dead” (20:9). 

The account of the appearance of 
the risen Lord to Mary Magdalene is 
poignant. The weeping, bewildered 
woman is still looking for the body of 
Jesus. In her grief she pleads with 
the One whom she supposes to be the 
gardener to tell her where His body 
is (20:15). In speaking her name the 
Lord Jesus makes Himself known. 
Who can describe the tenderness of 
that word and the still deep, but now 
joyful, bewilderment of her reply? It 
is one of the excellencies of the Word 
of God that it does not try to describe 
such things; rather it presents them 
directly to the believing heart so that 
they can be sensed in a more pro- 
found manner than mere description 
can convey. 

What is the meaning of the Lord’s 
words, “Touch me not.. .”? (20:17). 
Some, on the basis of Matthew 28:9, 
have supposed that between this ap- 
pearance to Mary and the appearance 
to the group of women the Lord 
ascended to heaven and came back 
again. There is no real evidence in 
the Scripture for this view of a private 
ascension before the one described as 
taking place forty days after the re- 
surrection (Acts 1:9). Actually the 
form of expression in the original 
(John 20:17) indicates that Mary was 
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touching Him, in fact was holding on 
to Him just as the other women are 


described as doing in Matthew. The | 
idea is that she was to stop holding | 
on to Christ, for there was much to | 
be done before His ascension to the | 


Father. 


As the risen Lord, He had | 


entered into a new relationship with | 
His own. Mary had the great respon- | 


sibility of informing the disciples of 
His resurrection, and He had much to 
teach them before He ascended (com- 
The present tense 
verb “I ascend” is used in a futuristic 
sense. 


John’s mention of the “same day at 
evening” (20:19) seems to corroborate | 
the view that he uses Roman reckon- | 


ing of time, because in the. Jewish |

reckoning evening would mark the 
beginning of a new day. Note the 
continuing fear of the disciples. 
They were meeting together secretly 
(20:19), not knowing what to do or 
what would be the outcome for them 
personally. 


+ Some unbelieving critics of the 
Bible have theorized that the disciples 
were so eager for Jesus to rise from 
the dead that they convinced them- 
selves, and others, that He had done 
so. How different were the facts! 
These men were not gullible. They 
were hard-headed and difficult to con- 
vince. We can partially imagine their 
feelings if we try to put ourselves in 
their situation. Suppose you had seen 
a loved one die, had watched his 
burial, and then on the third day he 


had come into your room (without |

The disciples themselves did not | 


have any power to forgive sins, but in 
preaching the gospel they were agents 
for God.

lieve, they fulfilled the function de- 
scribed here by the Lord. The min- 
istry of the gospel is, as Paul de- 
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clares, “the savour 
death” as well as “of life unto life 
(II Corinthians 2:16). 

Thomas was a man hard to con- 
vince, a man who had to be shown 
(20:25), which makes his subsequent 
testimony all the more valuable.

next appearance which John describes | 


was a week later (this is the likely 
meaning of “after eight days” in 
20:26). This time Thomas was present, 
and the Lord Jesus gave him the op- 
portunity to do just what he had said 
would be necessary to convince him 
(20:25, 27). It would seem that this 
was unnecessary. The appearance of 
the Lord Jesus was enough for 
Thomas, not only to acknowledge that 
it was really He risen from the dead, 
but also to worship Him, owning Him 
as Lord and God (20:28). 

Thomas’ confession of faith and the 
Lord Jesus’ reply introduce the state- 
ment of the purpose of the book, 
which has been noticed a number of 
times throughout our study. Note the 
connection: “Blessed are they that 
have not seen, and yet have believed. 
And many other signs truly did Jesus

In the opinion of the present writer, 
it is doubtful that any distinction can | 
be pressed here.

By commissioning Peter 
to feed His lambs and His sheep, the 
Lord Jesus shows more decidedly than 
could be said by words alone that He 
has completely forgiven Peter. 

Again we read the familiar words, 
“Follow me” (21:19), as at the be- 
ginning (compare Luke 5:10 with 
Matthew 4:18, 19 and Mark 1:16, 17). 
Peter, like most of us, wants to know

The Lord Jesus makes it clear that 
each disciple has an individual re-

| age are sure going to be differ- 
ent this year. I’ve met the Lord in 
a new way, and though I really let 
Him down this past year, I now intend 
to serve Him with all my heart.” 

A high school junior was speaking 
at the closing campfire of his church 
youth group. What he said was echoed 
by many other teens at the climax of 
a week of real fun, fellowship and 
inspiration. It may be very much like 
what you said a few weeks ago under 
similar conditions. 

There’s only one big problem here. 
He said the same thing last year and 
probably meant it just as much then 
as now. So did you. 

But something happened to all those 
good intentions. Nothing deliberate, 
mind you. Just the rush of getting 
back to school — all the activities, 
games, class functions, work, seeing 
all your friends again—and the Lord 
ended up at the edge of your life in- 
stead of at the center. 

Chances are you felt pretty bad 
about it too; but then you reasoned 
that this let-down happens to lots of 
kids. In fact, you probably took a look 
around you at the rest of the gang 
and concluded it’s just about inevi- 
table for most to fall spiritually flat 
between mountain-top experiences. 

It doesn’t have to be that way! 
Your walk with the Lord and your 
spiritual glow can be as real all 
through the school year as it was at 
the height of that camp, if you'll hon- 
estly take a frank inventory of your 
life as a Christian teen at the start of 
this school year. 


+ First, check your motivations (the 
real reasons that guide your actions). 
It’s a funny thing, but we Christians 
tend to do all our evaluating by look- 
ing at things on the outside. True, this 
is what the world sees and it’s impor- 
tant how we appear on the surface, 
but what’s really important is what’s 
down underneath. The real test of 
Christian character isn’t what a per- 
son does as much as why he does it. 


oa 
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Christ must be involved in every- 
thing we do. Sometimes in our think- 
ing we divide our life into areas. 
There’s the church area with its meet- 
ings and activities, and then there’s 
school with its studies, sports and 
programs. The Bible makes no such 
distinction. It tells us we should do 
everything to the glory of God, and 
that most certainly includes going to 
high school. 

Don’t get the idea that serving the 
Lord on campus means cutting your- 
self off from the rest of the crowd 
while you and the other Christians 
get in a corner by yourselves. Bibli- 
cal separation certainly doesn’t mean 
isolation. There may be those activi- 
ties that, as a Christian, you will not 
feel like participating in. Fine! But 
give everything else — sports, class 
office, band or choir, honor society— 
the best you’ve got for His glory. 

Check this Bible verse for a minute: 
“IT beseech you, therefore, brethren, 
by the mercies of God, that you pre- 
sent your bodies a living sacrifice . . . 
that you may prove what is that good, 
acceptable and perfect will of God” 
(Rom. 12:1, 2). God wants to prove 
something in your life—first to you 
and then to those around you—that 
His will is good, acceptable and per- 
fect. So give this school year every- 
thing you’ve got. Prove to the rest of 
the gang that a gal or guy can be in 
there all the way—on top of the heap, 
taking it with the best of them—and 
still really stand for something worth 
living for! 

Remember, though, that your first 
job isn’t to make the team, win that 
office, get into that club or get that 
honor. Your first job is to serve Christ. 
Whatever position you attain on cam- 
pus, God puts you there to honor Him. 


+ Next, check your spiritual prepara- 
tion. One of the biggest reasons so 
many kids fall spiritually flat is sim- 
ply from lack of strength—no food! 
Even in this golden age of Metrecal 
we don’t try to eat enough at Sunday

dinner to last us until the following 
week, but spiritually a lot of young 
people make the attempt. They try to 
get enough inspiration from an hour 
in Sunday school or church to last 
them for seven days. Then they won- 
der why they suffer from spiritual 
malnutrition about mid-way through 
the week. 

Your Christian life will be just as 
casual and haphazard as your devo- 
tions make it. You need the prepara- 
tion that comes from spending time 
with the Lord in His Word and in 
prayers every day. Make devotions 
a must. Ask your pastor or youth di- 
rector to recommend a sound modern 
language translation of the Bible that 
will make reading and understanding 
easier and serve as a good supplement 
to the Authorized version. Then disci- 
pline yourself to get at it every day. 

Why are so many teens slipshod in 
Bible reading? Because they haven't 
learned how to read God’s Word. In 
studying for a history test, you bas- 
ically look for names, dates and 
events. In reading the Bible there are 
some specific things to look for, too— 
promises to enjoy, warnings to heed 
and good news to pass on. Don’t just 
skim through a few quick verses. 
Read to find some specific things, and 
you'll find them. 

In your devotions commit in prayer 
every aspect of your life to the Lord, 
knowing He’s vitally concerned about 
each detail. Into your life God is 
eager to pour all the resources of 
heaven ... yours for the asking! 


+ Tue final check point is your dedi- 
cation. This means action, if you really 
believe what you say you do. 

One of the mysteries of Christianity 
is why God has chosen to limit Him- 
self to humans in touching other 
lives. But I do know it’s true, and 
there are those in your school—guys 
and gals that you know and like—who 
will never meet the Saviour unless 
God can use you to arrange the intro- 
duction. There’s no bigger joy and 
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encouragement in all the Christian 
life than seeing a friend that you 
prayed for, talked with and finally 
won, come to know Christ. 

A few Saturday nights back a 
young football player from one of ou 
local high schools brought one of the 
other team members to our youth 
rally and, at invitation time, slipped 
into the counseling room with his 
buddy for prayer. That night I had 
two happy teens—one thrilled and en- 
thusiastic at his new found faith, and 
the other bubbling over with joy at 
what had happened to his friend. 

Do you really want to get something 
out of a Christian meeting? Take 
along a pal who needs to know the 
Lord. You'll be the most eager, inter- 
ested participant in the whole place! 

You won't have to do this job alone 
Your pastor, church activities, school 
Bible club and rallies are there to 
help. But all the agencies in the world 
can’t do the job for you. It starts with 
you and your concern. 

Why not pick one friend right now 
that you like who isn’t a Christian? 
Be sure your life is what it ought to 
be in front of that fellow or girl. Pray 
for that one every morning and eve- 
ning. Then watch for your chance to 
tell that friend of your faith or to in- 
vite him to a place where he will hear 
the message that has done so much for 
you. 


+ Tuere’s the plan. It won't always be 
easy. You'll face some hardships, dis- 
couragements, pressures from the 
group and times when you'll be on the 
spot to take a stand as a Christian. 
It can be tremendously successful, 
though. 

God certainly doesn’t want you to 
flunk out spiritually this year. He has 
available all His strength, power and 
guidance to make this year the great- 
est one you’ve ever had. 

Things can be different. It’s up to 
you!

How about trimming those 
little girls’ hair? Set up a shampoo 
shop on Saturday afternoon in your 
home, if your Mom will cooperate. 
Slip some good hymns on the record 
player while you work. And what 
better time to encourage them all to 
be in Sunday school and church in the 
morning? 

That’s not all. You can start a clear- 
ing house for used clothing in your 
basement. If Mr. Velasquez is sick and 
out of work, the little Velasquezes 
may still have shoes because of your 
box. Someone may say: “Call me 
when you need the sizes our children 
have just outgrown.” 

I called a young woman last week 
who said to me: “Bring anything you 
have! I’m helping four families now, 
and they’re all sizes. Bring cleaning 
rags, too, if you can; I’m cleaning for a 
couple of sick mothers.” These things 
don’t cost you a cent—only time and 
love and the will to do it. 

Have you tried reading aloud to the 
blind man in the next block, or to 
patients in the nearby rest home? 
Read the Bible, devotional literature, 
biographies of great Christians, ex- 
citing missionary adventure stories, 
good, clean humor. Start a reading 
club for pre-schoolers and explore the 
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| wealth of Christian books for children, 


Write letters. Money for stamps? 
Yes, stop and figure it out. You can 
write one a week for three months 
for 50 cents! Write the chaplain of 
your state hospital or prison and get 
the name of someone who gets no mail 
at all from anybody and would enjoy 
letters from a family. Then, write as 


| you would to one of the family, telling 


about your experiences and thoughts, 





share Bible truths, tuck in a tract or 
two, save up good reading material to 
send, mail some occasional home- 
made candy. 

How about making a prayer list— 
unsaved friends and neighbors, the ill, 
young people in trouble, your prison 
or hospital correspondent, Christians 
in communist countries? Get the 
tract “Praying for Missionaries” from 
Moody Press. Then discipline yourself 
to more and more time of uninter- 
rupted prayer every day. 

Offer to order tracts for your 
church. With your pastor’s help, send 
for samples from many publishing 
houses. Choose some good ones to 
meet all kinds of needs, and find ways 
to encourage people to use them. Long 
before Christmas get some tracts that 
your friends can tuck into their greet- 
ing cards.

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country runners, but this future 
cadet had his heart set on winning two in one day

OVEMBER 14 was a dull, rainy and 
cold day—the kind a cross coun- 

try runner dreads. Gusts up to thirty 
miles per hour swept the expanses of 
flat ground at Van Cortland Park in 
New York City. The steep bridle 
paths that twist and wind through 
the hills beyond the flats were slip- 
pery and treacherous. For two-and- 
a-quarter miles through the park 
stretched a cross country course—the 


opponent of every teenager who 
meant to conquer it that day. 

Cross country running is often 
called the world’s toughest sport. 


Running up and down hills, jumping 
over boulders and logs, braving the 
autumn’s changeable weather—these 
are some of the ingredients in a 
cross country runner’s athletic diet. 
For this reason, one cross country 
race a week is usually enough for 
most competitors. But not for Robin 
Lingle. On that November day, the 
long-legged loper, then a senior at 
Stony Brook School on Long Island, 
had his heart set on two races only 
two-and-a-half hours apart. 
Robin is a tall, pencil-thin son of 
a Philadelphia policeman. He came to 
the Stony Brook School for Boys as 
a sophomore and joined the cross 
country team. Almost from the begin- 
ning, his coach, Marvin Goldberg, 
sensed the potential in those long 
legs and in that wiry body. Robin 
tried hard that year, sometimes lead- 
ing the team in practice sessions as 
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When Robin Lingle faced the big question: 
“What is God's will for my life?” 
he knew the Lord was leading him to West Point 


far as he could, until one of the older 
boys took over. And then he hung 
on. 

It was this grim tenacity that im- 
pressed everyone — that, and his 
strong Christian witness. He livened 
many a gruelling workout with his 
quick wit, then backed up his good 
humor with a give-all performance. 

The last race for Robin that year 
was at West Point against the Army 
plebes. He made a good showing—al- 
though his own team was crushed by 
the more experienced Army runners 
—but more important he took a good 
look at the famous military academy 
and liked what he saw. 


+ THE next year saw a vast improve- 
ment in Lingle’s running. He placed 
third and fourth in two of the major 
races in New York, running against 
350 boys from all over the Atlantic 
seaboard. And in the season’s biggest 
race, the Eastern States’ Champion- 
ship, he took a whisker-close second. 

Robin’s horizons broadened in other 
respects too. As a prep school junior 
he began to look ahead to college and 
how to get in. Slowly but certainly, 
as he prayed, Robin knew the Lord 
was leading him to West Point. 

Now came his senior year and his 
last chance to win the championship 
he had missed the year before. From 
the first cross country practice on, 
Robin was so far ahead of his team- 
mates that his coach had to conduct 
two sets of workout schedules at once 
—one for the team and one for Robin. 

In a typical training session, he 
might run a quarter mile over a steep 
hill in sixty seconds, then rest three 
minutes. Then he’d repeat the ex- 
ercise fifteen times. Or he might run a 
mile around a hilly meadow in about 
four-and-a-half minutes, rest for fif- 
teen minutes, do it again, rest for 
fifteen more, then do it a third time. 

Strenuous? It had to be, for Robin 
wanted to win that Eastern Cham- 
pionship. 

As the day for the race came near, 
another problem beside training posed 
itself. The date of the Eastern Cham- 
pionship was shifted to fall on the

same day (and the same course) as 
Stony Brook’s “Ivy League” cham- 
pionship race. To miss the Ivy League 
race for the more-publicized event 
was unthinkable. His first loyalty was 
to his school league. And so the de- 
cision was reached—he would run 
both races. 


+ In the weeks before the two big 
races, he tuned up by winning two 
college-sponsored races in New York. 
In another race at West Point, he 
faced a real test of conditioning. The 
academy course is three miles long 
and reputed to be one of the toughest 
in the country, but Robin paced him- 
self and won in record time. 

On the day of the two big races, 
the Eastern Championship fell in the 
morning — the cold windy one we 
described. Before the starting gun, 
Coach Goldberg gathered his Stony 
Brook team and prayed with them. 
Then they were away. 

Lingle’s strategy was simple: re- 
laxed running, fast enough to stay 
with the leaders until the final mile— 
then go! Of course, he wasn’t the only 
runner with his heart set on winning. 
There were others, some of them un- 
defeated, who took their turns at 
setting the pace. 

But when Robin hit the last quar- 
ter-mile, he was leading, and the final 
margin of victory was fifty yards. The 
first of his two championships had 
been secured. His time: 13 min; 13.5 
sec. — surprisingly good considering 
the weather. 

Met by his happy team mates and 
coach, Robin was also surrounded by 
metropolitan journalists and quizzed 
about his stamina and about the race 
yet to come. He accepted their con- 
gratulations, then headed to a locker 
room to munch a hamburger and rest 
for the afternoon race. But he also 
took time to bow his head and give 
God the glory for the victory. 


+ Tue Ivy League cross country meet 
that afternoon, bringing together 
seven other preparatory schools be- 
sides Stony Brook, has seldom been 
a widely heralded race in previous 


years. Few New York newspapers 
have considered it important enough 
in most years to have a reporter on 
the scene. But that afternoon they 
were all there, eager to see if this 
teenager could succeed in his remark- 
able attempt at two championships. 

In this race Robin had another bur- 
den beside physical fatigue. A team 
victory here was much more impor- 
tant than a personal victory. To help 
the team, Coach Goldberg asked 
Robin to stay back and encourage his 
team mates as long as possible. Then, 
if he had a chance, he could go all 
the way for first place. 

“The second time around, the 
scenery’s more familiar,” Lingle 
quipped to his team mates before the 
race. Then after prayer, the team 
crouched at the line, the pistol barked 
and the second race began. 

Spurred on by Robin’s urging, and 
eager to give all they had, the Stony 
Brookers exceeded themselves so 
that Robin was never out of catching 
range of the leader. In the long stretch 
to the finish line, he turned on the 
power and coasted to the tape the 
winner. His time for the second race: 
14:25, considerably slower than his 
initial time, but more than acceptable 
to all — and Stony Brook captured 
the team title easily. 

Of course, Lingle’s story does not 
end there. He went on to record other 
victories in the mile and _ half-mile 
runs. In a dual track meet the next 
spring he won the mile, immediately 
afterward placed second in the quar- 
ter-mile, won the half-mile twenty 
minutes later and finished the day 
with a decisive burst on the winning 
relay team. 

There were also awards, trophies 
and scholarship offers. But Robin's 
greatest thrill came the day that his 
prayers were answered in his ac- 
ceptance at West Point. Confidently 
he had rejected all the tempting offers 
from other institutions to wait for 
what he knew would be the Lord’s 
plan. And when the letter of accept- 
ance came, he received it in a spirit of 
grateful acknowledgement of God's 
will fulfilled. End

Let the Bible Speak 


I EXPECT you have often heard it said 

that a Christian ought to read a 
part of the Bible every day if he is to 
grow spiritually. 

This month I want to deal with a 
very common problem: Why is it that 
sometimes we read the Bible and seem 
to get nothing out of it? 

Very likely it is because we are not 
reading in the right way. Just as 
there’s a right and a wrong way of 
playing football or driving a car, so 
there are right and wrong ways of 
reading your Bible. 

By the way, you do have a regular 
morning quiet time with God’s Word, 
don’t you? Remember what was said 
of the Christians at Berea in Acts 
17:10, 11. What did they search? 
How often? What praise does God's 
Word give them at the beginning of 
verse 11? 

Be sure of this: If you truly wish 
to become more like Christ and a 
more effective Christian, then daily 
Bible reading is a must! You cannot 
do without it. Set aside just as much 
time as you possibly can at the begin- 
ning of each day, before breakfast, 
and hold to that as a daily, sacred ap- 
pointment with your Lord. 

You will, of course, have some plan 
of systematic reading, and naturally 
you will always begin with prayer 
that God will open your eyes to the 
truth that He has for you. What was 
David’s prayer in Psalm 119:18? 

Then follow this simple three-point 
plan: 


+ Tue first step is to perceive what 
the passage for the day has to say. 
Look up Luke 10:25, 26. 

What question did Jesus ask the 
lawyer in verse 26? What did he ex- 
pect him to have read? (“Law” 
means the Old Testament, the only 
part of the Bible the lawyer had.) Did 
the Lord Jesus expect the man to 
remernber what the book actually 
Well, how did he measure up?

You see, it is not just a question of 
mechanically reading a few verses and 
then putting your Bible away. It’s a 
question of perceiving what it says, so 
that you will remember. 

Scripture Union, with over eighty 
years’ experience in Bible reading 
methods, has developed a set of ques- 
tions you should ask yourself about 
what you have read. These questions 
will give you the main themes of any 
Bible passage you may choose: 


there about God— 


a. What is 
Father, Son and Holy Spirit? 

b. Is there an example to follow or 
a command to obey? 

c. Is there any promise or warning 
given? 

d. What sins or errors are to be 
avoided? 

e. What is the main lesson of this 
Bible portion? 

It is helpful to write your answers 


in a notebook; or else, underline in 
your Bible the verses where you find 
the answers. Put the letters a, b, c, 
etc., in the margin to show to which 
questions they refer. Why not write 
the questions out at the back of your 
Bible, so that you can refer to them 
each morning? 

If you pray that the Lord will make 
His Word plain and then use some 
simple plan such as this, He will do 








what He did for His disciples in Luke 
24:45. What was that? What did He 
open, and what was the result? What 
did He particularly delight to show 
them? See verse 27. 


+ Tue second vital step is to make 
personal what you have discovered. 
Many people think that when they 
have read a portion of the Bible and 
understood what it says, they have 
finished. But there needs also to be 
a personal application. 

Look at I Peter 2:2, for example. 








With what is the Bible compared in 
this? As we have already seen, we 
must desire it as the nourishment of 
our spiritual lives. 
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But read on to the end of the verse: 
For what purpose are we to take in 
the milk of the Word? What is in- 
tended to happen? Is it merely that 
we Shall satisfy our curiosity—that we 
shall add to our store of knowledge? 


No, you will see that the result is to be | 


a very personal one. How is it de- 
scribed? 

You will “grow” each day as some 
truth of God’s Word becomes real, not 
only in your mind but also in your 
personal experience, as its purpose is 
fulfilled in you! 

Here is my suggestion: After you 
have used the questions mentioned 
above, ask yourself: ‘What do I need 
to learn most of all from this passage 
of the Bible?” It may be a word of 
encouragement, but more likely it will 
be a message of challenge or cor- 
rection. 

You see, your reading is supposed 
to make you more Christ-like; and 
each day’s portion should do some- 
thing in you to hasten on that process. 

I strongly recommend that this per- 
sonal message each day be written 
down in a diary. Make sure it is 
worded in the first person singular. 
Note the way the word “my” is re- 
peated in Psalm 119:105. Did David 
personalize God’s Word? 


+ THERE is a third step which must be 





mentioned. The personal message re- | 


ceived must be applied to particular 
circumstances of your own life. 

How easy it is to end up with some 
general statement like: 
more holy.” 


“T ought to be | 
Sure, it’s personal; but | 


it lacks punch because it doesn’t hit at 


particular things in your life. 


That’s why it’s so important to par- | 


ticularize. You need to think out how 
you should be more holy—when on a 
date, for example, or in your use of 
money, or in the way you talk. 

Look at the question asked in Psalm 
119:9. What is it? What needs to be 
cleansed? Then look at the second 
half of the verse to find the answer to 
the question. What must be done? 
You will see how particular and prac- 
tical it is. 

The best way to handle this third 
stage in your personal Bible study is 
to begin your prayer time with some 
particular application in your daily 
life. 

These practical applications some- 
times may seem to be concerned only 
with minor details of your life; but 
these are the things of which your 
whole life and character are made up. 

So there you have three simple 
steps which can help you find in the 
Scriptures a daily living message 
from the Lord. It may be God has 
challenged you afresh in this matter.
